NSURGENT GUNBOAT 
PADILLA DOOMED.

COLOMBIAN GOVERNMENT BUYS 
FRENCH CRUISER.

Historic War Vessel to Be Used in 
Hunting Down and Destroying Insur- 
gent Vessel—Adventurous Crew Wil 
Put Up a Game Fight. | 


{PY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 7.—[Exclu- 
‘sive Dispatch.} News comes by the 
steamer Argyll, direct from Panama, 
that the days of the Colombian insur- 
gent boat Padilla are numbered. Offi- 
cers of the Argyll quote Gen. Jeffries, 
an American in the service of the Co- 
lombian government, as authority for 
the statement that the Colombians 
have purchased the French second- 
class cruiser Sfax, and that upon her 
arrival at Panama she will not only 
be used to protect the harbor and city, 
but will be sent to find and destroy 
the vicious little Padilla. 

The Sfax is famous for having car- 
ried Dreyfus from Devil's Island to 
France. As matters now stand, the 
Padilla is far ahead of all other ves- 
sels that have figured in the contest 
between the government and the Lib- 
eral forces of Colombia, in the matter 
of destructiveness, having sunk the 
large steamer Lautaro in the harbor 
of Panama January 20 last. The Lau- 
taro was a Chilean vessel seized by the 
Colombian government and partially 
armed. She was under command of 
Gen. Alban, about ready to go out to 
battle, when the Padilla and several 
smaller consorts stole in and sank the 
Lautaro and killed many men, among 
whom was Gen. Alban. 

Since then the Padilla has hovered 
about the Colombian coast looking for 
an opportunity to strike a blow at 
Panama. It is believed that the Pa- 
dilla would have bombarded Panama 
had it not been for the presence of for- 
eign warships in the harbor, and the 
fear that they would compel her to de- 
sist. The French cruiser Protet did 
send warning to the Padilla, in an in- 
direct way, to beware of French gun- 
ners. 

The Sfax is a fine cruiser of her 
class, and will have little difficulty in 
finding and blowing up the Padilla. 

The chief gunner and others on the 
Padilla are adventurous Americans, 
ever ready to put up a plucky fight. 
At last accounts the Padilla was at 
Corinto, Nicaragua, laying in supplies, 
with the evident intention of being 
heard from soon. There is little doubt 
she would make a game stand against 
the Sfax or any other warship.

Cincinnati Turf Commissioner Who 
Found So Many Victims in Los Ange- 
les Still Missing—Receiver for Com- 
pany, but No Warrant for Operator.

CINCINNATI, June 7.—-[ Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] Creditors filed an involun- 
tary bankruptcy plea against W. W. 
O'Hara, turf commissioner, who had 
offices in the Union Trust Building here, 
late yesterday afternoon. O'Hara, who 
came originally from Racine, Wis., was 
doing a big business here until com- 
plaints from alleged victims caused 
Chief of Police Deitsch to order him 
from town. Attachments suit followed. 

Today Judge A. ©. Thompson. on 
plea of Attorneys B. H. Cox and John 
Eckert, for the creditors, appointed At- 
torney A. E. Georgi receiver. The bank- 
ruptcy proceedings are to be heard 
later. The receiver gave a $10,000 bond, 
and he takes possession of all assets, 
which include $2500 on deposit in the 
Market National Bank, and Union Sav-. 
ings Bank and Trust Company; about 
$3000 in money orders, cash and checks 
and office fixtures. The Sheriff sur- 
rendered everything in his possession. 

No one appeared for the defense, the 
plaintiffs filing affidavits that the 
whereabouts of O'Hara, his confidential 
stenographer and book-keeper and 
other employés were unknown. Cox 
said the amount that alleged victims 
would claim would aggregate at least 
$200,000. He said parties at the head of 
the Dayton Soldiers’ Home had claims 
aggregating $15,000, and there were 
towns in which claims reached perhaps 
$30,000. He declared over $40,000 has 
been spent by O'Hara, and mentioned 
the name of Mrs. Ida Pettibone. 

Alleged victims of O'Hara's are ar- 
riving here on every train in the hope 
that they may recover some of their 
money, placed with O'Hara for in- 
vestment. Receiver Georgi at once 
made a demand on Postmaster Mont- 
ford, and received all of O’Haras mail! 
accumulated since the abrupt departure 
of himself and employés to parts un- 
known. The mail is thought to contain 
large sums of money. |

O'Hara 
operated almost exclusively through 
the express companies, and as he made 
no promises nor statements that could 
surely be proved false, it is considered 
extremely doubtful whether he could 
be successfully prosecuted if caught 
Local suckers prefer silent loss to pub- 
lic humiliation, and will take no action.

WHEELING (W. Va.) June 7.—Tht 
strike ordered by the United Mine 
Workers of America to take effect in 
West Virginia today was much more 
complete in some districts than ex- 
pected, and less effective in others 
than expected. The incomplete reports 
are conflicting, but on the whole sev- 
eral thousand more men went out than 
wes anticipated. 

The strike affects not only the in- 
dustries of this State, but also the 
railways and river navigation. Ali of 
the local coal railroads suffer. Among 
the trunk lines the Norfolk and West- 
ern suffered most today, but véry many 
miners were also idle along the Ba. 
timor and Ohio and Chesapeake and 
Ohio. As a rule the miners quit work 
without much demonstration, but in 
some places they were marching with 
bands. It was ascertained that the op- 
erators in some places had secured 
anany armed guards in anticipation of 
a prolonged struggle. In a few places 
the striking miners were served with 
notices to vacate the houses belonging 
to the coal companies. 

While the strike in this State is gen- 
erally regarded as sympathetic with 
that of Pennsylvania, there is a gen- 
eral impression that the bituminous 
coal interests of other States have had 
their influence in bringing on a cris:s 
in West Virginia. Theres a strong 
organization of miners in this istate, 
independent of the United Mine Work- 
ers of Arhericga, and the members of 
this State ion have continued work 
when the United Mine Workers have 
ordered strikes in other States, 

It is currently reported throughout 
West Virginia that the bituminous 
operators of other States had refusea 
to pay the Nationa! scale unless the 
United Mine Workers control the 
mines of West Virginia, and many be- 
lieve the present struggle is for the 
maintenance of the authority of the 
United Mine Workers in Siates other 
then West Virginia.

He is presi- 
dent of the Democratic group in the 
Senate. The positions he has held, as 
chairman of the Committee of Law of 
Associations and reporter of the bill 
on secondary education, marked him 
out for the Premiership. He is an elo- 
quent orator, and while little known 
outside of Parliamentary circles, he 
has selected his principal colleagues 
from among the best known and qual- 
ified radical leaders.

. According to the messages received 
| there tonight, Mr. Allen of Seattle lost 
All track of Hill about eight years ago. 
This would tally with the appearance 
of Hill in Los Angeles seven years azo. 
There was never any explanation of 
the disappearance of Hill from Seattle, 
that being as mysterious as his depar- 
ture from Milwaukee. When he left 
Milwaukee it was supposed that he had 
been murdered, for he was known to 
carry considerable money with him. 


NEWS TO MOSS. 


Attorney Leon F. Moss, into whose 
hands Public Administrator Kellogg 
has placed the work of solving the 
mystery, knew nothing of the Milwau- 
kee clew until last night.

WAS HE FROM LOWELL? 

A. L. Ross, formerly proprietor of 
Hotel Rossiyn, supplied a possible clew 
yesterday which, like the others, will 


be thoroughly investigated. Mr. Ross 
has no personal interest in the estate, 
but is simply trying to solve the mys- 
‘tery in order that the rightful heirs 


may come into possession of their 
property. He stated yesterday that 
for a long time Hill was a guest at 
Hotel Rosslyn and occupied one of the 
best rooms in the house. He always 
paid way and made no complaints; 
in fact., he had none to make, for he 
Was always treated with constidera- 
tion by the hotel employés because 
of his age. He had no assoctates in the 
hotel and took no 1 his con- 
fidence. From time to time he would 
drop hints as to his past life, but at 
the time but little attention was paid 
to them. There was no myste in 
him then, for he was considered merely 
an old man who was spending the 
evening of his life in peace and qufet. 
No person about the hotel supposed 
that he possessed any fortune. and it 
never occurred to them that he had 
more than sufficient money to supply 
his needs, which were few. 

During various conversations which 
he had with Hill while he was a guest 
at the hotel Mr. Hoss got the impres- 
sion that the man had been a resi- 
dent of Lowell, Mass., that he had 
been a boat builder there and had 
made a fortune in the business. He 
was very deaf and said he had spent 
much of his time in travel. He fre- 
quently complained of his infirmity. 
saying that it was hard for a man 
who enjoyed life to be afflicted with 
deafness, which made it impossible for 
him to properly enjoy himself. 

During a busy #feason at the hotel 
Mr. Ross gent Hill a polite request to 
change his room. it being thought that 
he could not well afford to pay for the 
large room he was occupying. Hill took 
Offense at the request, and paying his 
bill, left the hotel and was seen there 
no more. : 

HAD A LARGER FORTUNE. 

There is reason to believe that Hill's 
fortune was larger than that found in 
the Union Banks of Savings, within a 
year before his death. After he had 
rented the safety deposit box he is 
krown to have taken out several pack- 
Aces sim'ler to those found there after 
his death, and it is believed that these 
packages also contained money. What 
he did with it and what the amount 
was cannot be learned. Attorney Moes 
has received information that within 
a year before his death, Hill had in 
addition to the $140,000, another bundle 
of money containing $100,009 in $5990 
bills.

Twenty-five Felony Cases in 1898 and 
Only Four in 190:—Improved Char- 
acter of the Latter Day Drunk—Ocean 
Park News. 


SANTA MONICA, June 7.—This town 
as turned away from its most 
Grievous sins, and ig endeavoring to 
work out its own salvation. With con- 
siderable municipal pride, the city 
Points to its official records, and 
@hows a decided change for the bet- 
ter. The process of conversion has 
mot been accomplished in a day, for 
it has occupied several years, but the 
history written in the dockets of the 
:Jocal magistrates’ courts is offered in 
-@vidence as proof of how the town has 
traveled on the highway of urban 
righteousness. 

In the calendar year 1898 there were 
twenty-five felony cases entered upon 
the dockets of the local justices’ courts. 
In that same period there were en- 
tered 155 misdemeanor cases. In the 
Calendar year 1901 there were only 
four felony cases entered. 

There were, in 1901, 157 misdemeanor 
cases entered on the justices’ dockets, 
which is two more than the number 

1898, but while the quantity 
showed a very slight increase, the 
quality showed a marked improve- 
ment.

The misdemeanors 
period presented in comparison, were 
many of them of the kind that caused 
Visitors to shun the town, and look 
@isewhere for beach quarters for the 
Summer. The misdemeanors of the 
later periods, numbering less than one 
for each two days, were of the sort to 
be expected in almost any town rolling 
@long the railroad of prosperity. 

The latter-day Santa Monica drunk 
is, as a rule, of the sort that is only 
a mild nuisance, easily put out of 
eight. The intoxicated individual, if 
Seen on the streets at all today, does 
not run rampant with saix-shooters 
cleared for action, and seeking for the 
Saloon lights that he may put out in 
making his gun play. 

In a large measure, the town’s im- 
provement is attributed to the aboli- 
tion of the saloons. The number of 
such drinking places had been reduced 
Gradually till ten remained, and 
those were wiped out with a single blow 
in 1900, in accordance with a vote of 
the people at the city election. The 
clearing away of the drinking places 
Was accomplished with the aid of Fred- 
erick H. Rindge, who paid $2500 into 
the city treasury as a partial substi- 
tute for the revenue lost by the clos- 

of the saloons. 

@ year the serving of liquors was 
‘allowed under the city ordinance only 
with a hot meal, in each instance cost- 
ing not less than 25 cents. That pro- 
vision appeared to be too strict to suit 
the people generally; so a year ago, 
under the régime of Mayor Robert F.

TROLLEY’S STEEL HIGHWAY IS 
NEARING COMPLETION. 


| 
Grading of Inglewood Line to Be 
Finished by the End of the Month— 


Ten Cars Building at the Redondo 
Shops. 


REDONDO, June 7.—The grade for 
the Los Angeles and Redondo Ra- 
way Company's trolley line tetwe n this 
city and Los Angeles by way of Ingle- 
wood, is to be completed by the end 
of the month. A big piece of grading 
near the Redondo city limits has been 
finished, and the grading camp has 
been removed to Inglewood, where the 
gang is working. 

The rails and ties for one track by 
the Inglewood route, and also for one 
track for the route of the company's 
present steam line by way of Gar- 
dena, have been delivered, and are 
being distributed. The construction of 
the overhead line on the Inglewood 
route is to commence at once. There 
are to be several sidings, each a mile 
or so in length. 

The first installment of ten trolley 
cars will be turned out from the com- 
pany’s Redondo shops. The cars are 
being reconstructed from passenger 


coaches, which have been used on the 


company’s steam road. Six of the 
cars, when completed, will each have 
one open end. Two of them will be 
open at both ends. Two will be closed 
entirely. Each will seat forty-eight 
people. Each car's length will be about 
forty-one feet over all. The trucks 
and motors, which are designed for 
high speed, have been ordered from 
an eastern establishment. Each car 
will be equipped with four 50-horse- 
power motors. The cars will stand 
about as high above the track as do 
the Los Angeles Traction cars. 

The electric-motor air-compressors 
for the brakes for the ten cars have 
arrived. Each car will have interior 
decorations of pressed sheet steel. The 
reconstruction of the cars is in charge 
of L. B. Pemberton, the company’s 
electrical engineer. 

A half-million pounds of copper wire 
for the trolley lines have arrived. The 
time within which the Inglewood line 
will be in operation will depend on 
how soon some of the equipment which 
has been ordered is delivered. It is 
probable that six or eight weeks will 
be consumed in getting the line into 
operating order. 
Work has commenced on the com- 
pany’s shops northeast of town. The 


shops will occupy a ground space 


about 120x160 feet.

ADULTERATING HONEY. The 
Grocery World has reason to believe 
that there is considerable honey on the 
market which is heavily adulterated 
with glucose, and with whose sale tiere 
does not seem to be much interfer- 
ence on the part of the Hure. food 
authorities. Concerns who pack and 
sell absolutely pure honey find com- 
petitors selling at one-fourth cert be. 
low the actual cost of pure goods in 
carioad lots. This is. of course. #i%- 
ceptible of but one construction. which 
is that the lower priced honey is adul- 
terated. 

The pure food authorities claim that 
it is an extremely difficult thing to 
detect the present of glucose in honey, 
unless the proportion is very large. The 
reason for this as that in aoney there 
is naturally a certain amount of the 
chemical elements of glucose, which 
comes in a perfectly natural, even ur- 
avoidable way, from the food on which 
the bee feeds. Some bee-keep2rs, in 
fact, will feed their bees on pure glu- 
cose. The fact that it is hard to 
draw the line between the natural 
glucose and the artificial is said to 
be the reason of the pure food author 
ities for their lack of activity as to 
adulterated honey 

Incidentally. the demand for honey 
has fallen off very decide in the 
last few years.—{Grocery World.

While these 
facts had the effect of absolutely killing any 
demand for stocks, the selling induced was 
of quite insignificant proportions and the 
light play between professional room traders. 
whose attendance at the board waa reduced 
to a minimum, was all that made today's 
market. Hardly a leading stock on the list 
varied more than a mall fraction. The d 
crease in loans dy the banks was insufficient 
to offset the decline of over a million in cash 
reserves, leaving the surplus slightly lower 
than last week.

east of the city, on which the city 
holds ah option for $3300; the develop- 
ment of water and the installation of 
a duplicate pumping plant there, sup- 
plementing the Lytle Creek supply, and 
pumping directly into the mains, at an 
estimated cost of $59,000; the laying of 
new mains, so that every portion of 
the city will be supplied with an abun- 
dance of water, at an estimated cost 
of $40,000. The total expenditures rep- 
resented in the recommendation will 
approximate $160,000. In order to be 
safely over the limit of cost, the com- 
mittee will recommend a bond issue, 
not to exceed $175,000, to provide the 
city with an adequate water system.

THE TIMES EXPOSURE STIRS 
PEOPLE TO PROMPT ACTION. 


— — 


Reformation of the Harbor Town is 
in Progress and Better Element Be- 
lieves Delayed Prosperity Win Come 
if Union Yoke is Thrown Off. 


SAN PEDRO, June 7.—The best ele- 
ment of citizenship here believes that 
the reformation of San Pedro has be- 
gun, and that an era of progress is 
dawning for the harbor town. It is 
predicted that if the “saving remnant” 
is steadfast in the determination that 
they shall have a free American mu- 
nicipality, the port will not forfeit its 
rightful heritage ot prosperity and 
importance. 

Optimism such as this had been un- 
heard of for months past, but at pres- 
ent there is good reason for its ex- 
pression. The publicity given by The 
Times to the deplorable state of affairs 
at the harbor town, because of tyran- 
nical rule by labor union bosses, 
stirred the population to its depths. 
The exposure was a bitter dose, but it 
has had a most gratifying effect on the 
patient, and indications are that just 
such heroic treatment was needed to 
rouse the enfeebled circulation of the 
anaemic town. It stimulated and 
spurred the people on to make a 
stand for freedom and progress against 
boycottism, bulldozing and limited 
.ghts. 

One of the best indicatjons of recent 
years is the action of the Board of 
City Trustees last Tuesday night in 
passing “ordinances of intention’ to 
inaugurate municipal improvements of 
wide scope. One measure notifies 
property owners of the municipal ex- 
ecutives’ purpose to construct cement 
sidewalks over an area which practi- 
cally embraces the whole town. he 
grade of Front street is to be estab- 
lished to aid and encourage the Trac- 
tion Company in its wark of opening 
up a fast electric-car line from the har- 
bor to the metropolis. This action by 
the Trustees completely verifies the 
statements of The Times concerning 
absence of municipal improvements. 
The work ordered is exactly what The 
Times pointed out as lacking and 
needed. Another sign of reform is the 
defeat of the union candidate at the 
school election Friday. This is a sig- 
nificant straw to gauge which way the 
wind is blowing. 

Independent citizens say that if the 
people oppesed to union domination 
will now be steadfast in their stand 
for freedom, San Pedro may yet enjoy 
the growth and prosperity that has 
been the lot of Long Beach, which lat- 
ter town built over 125 houses during the 

st year, against only twenty claimed 
or San Pedro. They say that the 
fine natural advantages of the harbor 
town will enable it to catch up with 
the rest of Southern California, and en-

NEED OF SHIPYARDS. 

It now lies within the province of the 
enterprising business men of San Pedro 
to anticipate to some extent the future 
greatness and demands of this port 
as a shipping point for our new posses- 
sions in the Far East, and to fortify 
themselves for every requirement along 
the lines of business expansion and de- 
fense. There is already here the nu- 
cleus to shipbuilding, which, if prop- 
erly enlarged, a d nurtured, can be de- 
veloped into a formidable institution. 
There is a crying need for an early 
addition to this unassuming plant. 
Scarcely a week passes but some 
of the vessels entering port are in 
need of repairs, such as can only be 
successfully made in the drydock. The 
schooner Zampa will leave Monday for 
San Diego for repairs. As long as this 
port has been open, and as often as the 
Suggestion of the necessity of a dry- 
dock has been made, it would seem 
that there is a decided lack of enter- 
prise among the citizens not to have 
provided such a structure. It wil) not 
be more than four years at the most 
before such a repair works will be de- 
manded by owners of first-class ves- 
sels, and nothing appears clearer, to 
men who spend some little time look- 
ing into the future, than that now is 
the time to prepare to meet such de- 
mands.

San 
Pedro may as well be earning the 
money, and it would be vastly more to 
her credit to be qualified to do the 
work rather than direct. masters of 
vessels to go elsewhere.

WAS DAYLIGHT PROLONGED “AROUT A 
FULL DAY’ TO AID FIGHTING me- 

FEXPLANATIONS— 
PULPITEER WHO SUCCEEDED sPUR- 
GRON WRITES OF REMARKABLE Hin- 
LICAL EVENT.

NW PRESENTING the various views 

of this subject held by believers in 

the Bible, first of all a new trans- 
lation, direct from the Hebrew original, 
may cast new light on the passage be- 
fore us. 

“Then spake Joshua to Jehovah, in 
the day that Jehovah gave up the 
Amorite before the children of Israel, 
and said in the sight of Israel, Sun, 
stand thou still over Gibeon, and thou, 
moon, in the Valley of Ajalon. And 
the sun sood still and the moon stayed 
until the nation had avenged them- 
selves upon their enemies. Is not this 
written in the book of Jashar? ‘And 


the sun stood still in the midst of the 


heavens, and hasted not to go down 
about a full day. And there was no 
day like that. before it or after it, in 
which Jehovah hearkened to the voice 
of man, for Jehovah fought for 
Israel.“ 
SEVEN BIBLICAL MARVELS. 
Here is the simple record of a nota- 
ble event. It is not here described as 
a -Miracie, which is a name given to it 
fn reverence by Bible readers, or in 
‘mockery by those who assai!l the word 
of God. This is one of seven or eight 
marvelous things recorded in scripture 
which constitute favorite targets for 
‘the arrows of the skeptics... With it 
are associated the transformation of 
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of Jashar, referred to but in one other 
place—II Samuel, 1-18—was a collection 
of pious hymns or sacred lyrics, a con- 
jecture which, it is thought, is con- 
firmed by the fact that both quotations 
from it show plain signs of metrical 
rhythm. One writer maintains that 
this fragment quoted in the Book of 
Joshua is part of a funeral ode, writ- 
ten to celebrate his achievements. Of 
course, in a poem “poetic license’ is 
allowable, and so, according to this 
view, the language of the record is 
simply a poetic description of some 
very unusual occurrence, the daylight 
being strangely prolonged for such a 
time as that one day melted into an- 
other, and so in effect it was as if the 
sun and the moon had halted in their 
apparent march through the heavens. 
When it is considered what startling 
metaphors are used by poets to de- 
acribe facts and how beyond recogni- 
tion events would be if their fmagin- 
ative garb were taken for reality, this 
mode of solution is thought by many 
a natural and easy way out of the dif- 
ficultv. 
DAY MYSTERIOUSLY PROLONGED. 
A second solution is the practical. 
This theory takes the ground that 
everywhere scripture language is 
purely phenomenal—the language of 
appearance—that the object is not to 
be scientifically correct, but practically 
accurate, dealing with things as the 
appear to the eye, not as they appe 
to the mind of the educated student 
of nature. This is not unreasonable 
ground, since even the most scientific 
man uses this same language of ap-

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THE COMPLAINT 
LEMON GROWER. 


A San Diego Horticul!urist Tells 
His Trouble to the Railroad, and 
Mr. Ripley of the Santa Fe Repl e. 


[The following ‘correspondence be- 
tween a lemon grower of San Diego 
county and the president of the Santa 
Fé Railway system is published for the 
sake of the interest which the subject 
possesses to the citrus-frult growers of 
Southern California, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact that some of the state- 
ments made by the indignant fruit 
grower are rather personal, or even, 
as Mr. Ripley says, “vituperative.” 
There are doubtless legitimate causes 
for complaint on the part of citrus- 
fruit growers of Southern California 
against the transcontinental railroad 
companies, but it is unnecessary to as- 
sume, as Mr. Binney appears to as- 
sunie in this correspondence, that the 
policy of the railroads is the only 
cause of the losses which the lemon 
Frowers sometimes encounter. Several 
other causes might be mentioned, such, 
for instance, as inexperience or incom- 
petency on the part of the growers, 
lack ot sufficient capital, shortage of 
water, unfavorable locations, and fail-

That you “can’t afford to 
charge less“ (which has always been 
the plea of your managers) is shown 
to be absolutely untrue by the fact 
that you carried Italian lemons from 
New York to St. Louis all last season 
for 62 cents per 100 pounds, thus en- 
abling them to compete with Califor- 
nia lemons, Keep our prices and profits 
down and the better to ruin our in- 
dustry. One would suppose that any 
one with a grain of sense would have 
said It is far better for us to keep 
the money paid for lemons in the 
country and let our California cus- 
tomers have it than send it to Italy.” 

You don’t carry Italian lemons at a 
loss. out of charity. It is simply busi- 
ness, and at a profit. 

Thousands of boxes of Chlifornia 
lemons are left on the trees because 


your char leave no profit. 
You [(r apples, beans, honey, 
raisins, te., for one-half what you 


charge us; you imagine business must 
be flourishing because last season more 
cars were called for than ever, whereas, 
this proves nothing. Scores ot carloads 
never pay freight and express and 
many growers were ruined through 
your avarice. 

I need say nothing of the distress 
of mind, worry and anxiety caused to 
lemon growers having to abandon their 


toil sacrificed. I know some men whose 
health has been run down through 
the strain and one of my neighbors is 
paralyzed, his wife has to support him 
by carrying the mall.

Dear Sir: I have your two letters of 
the 17th and 20th, both of which deal 
with the same subject, and both of 
which I trust you will excuse me for 
saying, are somewhat intemperate as 
to their language. 

I am not familiar with your imme- 
diate locality, but I do not believe it 
is true of Southern California in gen- 
eral, that good lemon groves can be 
bought for half the cost, except, per- 
in cases where the cost has been 
excessive. 

There was a time when it Kas be- 
lieved by many of the inhabitants of 
Southern California, that a large in- 
come could be obtained from ten, or 
even five acres of citrus frult, and un- 
doubtedly this was the case for a time. 


bY The result of this was an altogether 


unreasonable holding price for lands 
and orchards, and it is not a surpris- 
ing matter if the very large develop- 
ment has resulted in a decrease in the 
values of these lands, or an inability 
on the part of the grower to earn in- 
terest on what may now be consid- 
ered an exaggerated value. 

The trouble with the Californian 
lemon is mainly, that it is ripened and 
sent to market, not 
when the Sicilian lemon is coming to 
country, in large quantities, but 
at the time of year when the de- 
mand for lemons is smallest. If means

The Real Question at Issue. 


The real question is: What Is a 
‘fair rate on this property, considering 
its value and considering also its rela- 
tion to the rate on other things? The 
earnings of a railroad must  neces- 
sarily be made up of a very great 
variety of items, and the relation of 
the rates on each article to each other 
article is a very intricate and complex 
one. 

The phrase “what the traffic will 
bear“ is precisely the right basis upon 
which to make rates. Meaning not 
“all the traffic will bear,“ but what 
it will bear as compared with other 
traffic. 

It practically costs the railroad com- 
pany no more to haul a carload of Alk 
than a carioad of coal, but if the same 
rate was charged on each, it would be 
absurdly low on the silk, as compared 
with the value, and the service to the 
owner, while it would be so high on 
coal as to prohibit its movement. 

Taking the citrus business of Call- 
fornia as a whole, I know of no indus- 


try which has returned to those en- 
gaged in it so large a reentage of 
profit to the amount of money and 


labor invested therein; there is cer- 
tainly no agricultural record which 
‘compares with it. 

It is probably true that the lemon 
branch of the citrus industry has been 
less prosperous than the orang? 
branch, but this I have always be- 
lieved arose from the unseasonable 
shipments of lemons, Perhaps this 
cannot be prevented, but it is the 
secret, to my mind, of the entire 
trouble. 

‘Two years ago, while in this ‘tate 
I was appealed to by a committee of 
lemon growers, and as a result we 
made an emergency rate on lemons of 
$1, with the result, as I am informed, 
that while reducing our revenues quite 
considerably, it did nobody any good; 
that is to say, the competition among 
lemon growers themselves was such 
that the price in the Bast was imme- 
diately reduced and the money which 
came out of our treasury went to the 
consumer and not to the producer. 

We are now, however, making some 
further investigation as to the condi- 
tion of the lemon industry, and while 
I am not prepared to make any prom- 
ises or even to express an — as 
to the prospect of any reduction of 
the rate, I can say that the matter

This is 
only one example in hundreds. Clarke 
brothers’ orchards are abandoned and 
the trees dying. I could give a list of 


only at the time eight or ten families who have gone 


away and abandoned their places. 
Even the blacksmith's shop is aban- 
doned, and one store. Now, surely you 
can see that if these families could 
have made a living here they would 
have been buying groceries and goods 
all along that your railroads would 
have carried from the East. ge 

In short, it is not only what we sell 
that you make money on, but what we 
buy. If these families were here they 
would also be employing labor and 
these laborers would be consuming 
goods that you would carry. I and 
scorea of others have to store up our 
Jemons that ought to be marketed right 
away until the Italian importation, 
with which you are flooding the coun- 
try, is out of the way. And what will 
be the result? That our lemons will 
be kept too long, and by the time they 
reach the market there will be the 
same complaint there was last season, 
that the California lemons decay—the 
market will be glutted and prices un- 
remunerative. All this 168 distinctly 
your fault. 
that you want to bieed both the Ital- 
jans and the Californians, with the re- 
sult that you don't scruple to sacrifice 
your own countrymen and your best 
customers, even though any schoolboy 
could tell you that it must 
end in injuring the railroad. One 
would suppose, really, that you 
had frome fiendish spite against 
San Diego—a people who have treated 
your company with princely liberality. 
They gave you 40,000 acres of land. 
which your agents, the Land and Town 
Company, sold off in part for $400 an 
acre, with water at $3.50 per acre, and 
now are trying to force their customers 
to pay double. Could meanness go 
further? 

Your letter’says that the main trou- 
ble is that our lemons ripen out of sea- 
son, just when the Sicilian lemons 
come in, and in the winter and spring 
there is little demand for lemons in 
the East. Now, if this is the case, 
there is obviously not enough market 
in the East both for our lemons and 
the Italians, therefore one of the two 
should be excluded. Now, sir, which 
ought it to be? 

Down With the Eyetaylians, 

Surely you don't mean to tell me that 
your interest is to encourage the Ital- 
lans by giving them a lower rate than 
you charge us, when I have shown 
you that the Californians spend their 
receipts in purchases from the East. 
ogg the Italians don’t spend a cent 

ere. 

Surely you can sea, that the obvious 
rerned is to exclude the Italians by 
giving us a 62 cents per hundred rate 
to all over the Bast. This would 
drive the Italians out. give prosper- 
ity to the lemon industry, revive the 
ranches, bring in settlers and satisfv 
everyone here, including me, though 
it will never compensate those whom 
you have cruelly injured in the past. 
whose homes you have broken up and 
families ecattered. I have appealed 
only to the self-interest of your com- 
pany. Is it useless to appeal to your 
humanity as a Christian, and your 
patriotism as an American? Are dol- 
lars the only consideration that in- 
fluences vou? 

In answer to my above proposal 
your letter makes two statements. 

That you can't afford it—your op- 
erating expenses over the 2000 miles 
of sparsely-populated and mountain- 
ous country are too heavy; and sec- 
ondly, that even if you did it it would 
not benefit us, but the price would 
go down just that much. Taking the 
last objection first, I say that this is 
purely fanciful, and to say that be- 
cause the commission men or our own 
competition would prevent our benefit- 
ing from it, that therefore the rail. 
way company may as well have it, 1s 
perfectly untenable. Nothing of the 
kind can justify you in taking more 
than you are entitled to, and as to 
the pest, that Is our affair. We should 
at least have no one to blame but 
ourselves, whereas now, we rightly 
Place all the blame on you. To show 
the absurdity of your argument, how 
is it that competition among eaat- 
ern dealers doesn’t have the same ef- 
fect on the Italian lemons when you 
give them a 50 per cent. less rate? If 
it did reduce prices a little until it 
drove the Italians out it would 45 
good. As a matter of fact there are 
plenty of growers who will always 
hold out for better prices, and if they 
do undersell one another it is because 
their fruit won't keep any longer and 
they must, jet it go at any price or 
lose it. Then, as to your argument 
that vou can't afford to carry our lem- 
ons for less. We have experienced 
railway men here and we know per- 
fectly well that you can afford it. We 
know that it doesn’t cost you over 


25 cents per 100 pounds to haul our 
lemons, and that on every train of 
fifteen cars you net $3000 at least, and 
that at 62 cents per 100 you would 
make a large profit. You even carry

traffic) to calculate on the extra cost- 
liness of one part of the line. It has 
to be treated as a whole. | 
However, 1 need not discuss this 
question at all, as your letter shows 
that you admit it is no factor in the 
question. You distinctly say and admit 
that the principle that the freight on 
lemons ought to be fixed in relation to 
what the traffic will bear, and that al- 
though it costs the same to haul a 


ton of cheap goods as it does to paul. 


a ton of dear goods. yet it may be 
necessary to carry one at a minimum 
of profit (even a loss.) and make up 
the deficit by extra charges on the 
costly goods. 

You say, “What the traffic will bear 
is precisely the right basis upon which 
to make rates,” and you say: “The 
real question is, what is a fair rate 
on this property considering its value 
and its relation to the rate on other 
things.” 

And yet, tn the face of this admis- 
sion you give a rate of 75 cents per 
100 pounds to raisins and honey, which 
are worth f. o. b. in San Diego 4 and 
& cents a pound, 
are only worth 
fourths cent per pound 
(for nine months tn the twelve) pay 4 
rate af $1.25. 

That is to say, the rate on raisins 
and honey is one-fifth of their value, 
while the rate on lemons is ee and 
three times their value! At is raito 
lemons ought to pay at the most one- 
eight of a cent per pound, or 12 cents 
per 100 pounds. Can anything be more 
outrageously unjust than this, even ac- 
cording to your own showing? 

Why don’t you apply the rule you. 
yourself admit to be just? You have 
been perpetrating this shameful in- 
justice for years, and can't plead 18 
norance: for you know that last year, 
in scores of instances, the goods did 
not realize enough to pay freight. Did 
you show any consideration for these 
unfortunate lemon growers, toiling for 
weeks in the hot sun, only to see the 
whole proceeds of their sales go into 
your pockets? No, you grabbed all you 
could lay hands on, and to my know!l- 
been cursed by scores of 
lemon growers for so doing. And who 
was to blame that the lemons decayed 
and prices were so low as to be un- 
remunerative? 

Your stimulating the Itallan 1 
tition was the cause. Lemonse that 
otherwise would have been shipped at 


once were held back too long in 
vain hopes of better prices, and 
then we all know that to make 


matters worse, you kept us without 
cars and without engines and delayed 
the fruit on the journey. 

Intemperance Justified. 

If this conduct doesn’t call for in- 
temperate language,” I don’t know 
what does. It is difficult to find 
words to express one’s indignation at 
it. All this injustice you can redress 
in half an hour. 

I again urge you to inaugurate a lib- 
eral policy toward lemon growers, 
whom you have done so much injury 
to, by asweeping and generous reduc- 
tion of 50 per cent. all the year round. 
Your company will lose nothing in the 
end. Self-interest, humanity and pa- 
triotism all call for it. It involves no 
sacrifice to you individually. Tour 


} salary will not be affected and no di- 


rector or sharehoider woyld for a mo- 
ment object in face of the facts stated 
in my letter. The matter rests en- 
pon with you, and I for one shall 
continue to look to you to redress this 
cruel wrong, for it is nothing else. 
You talk about some possible conces- 
sion in the movement of “next season's 
crop.“ regardless of the fact that our 
season is now on and has been so all 
winter, and every day’s delay is caus- 
ing us loss. As stated, I have 300 
boxes that ought to be shipped at once, 
and I shall be a heavy loser if you do 
not at once order your agents here to 
cut freights on lemons 50 per cent. 
To talk of doing something for “next 
season” is absurd. We need immedi- 
ate relief. These lemons can't be kept 
until July. You can, as I said, give 
prosperity to the whole-country by a 
stroke of your pen. To make a decent 
living the very minimum price should 
be 1% cents per pound to the grower, 
all the year round. That means $1.10 
per box of seventy pounds. Packing 
and box cost 40 cents—$1.50 per box f. 
o. b. This leaves you 50 cents a box, 
or 62 cents per 100 pounds, and is four 
times more than raisins and honey pay 
even then.

You blame the railroads 
for all of the difficulties which seem 
to surround vou. om the selfish 
standpoint of our own interests, on 
which you lay great stress, we are 
naturally forced to review the situa- 
tion from a broad field. You credit us 
with little knowledge of the business to 
‘which our whole energy is devoted, and 
with practically no wisdom in the ad-

wrong in the broad principle of the 
theories advanced and wrong in many 
of the facts“ which you state. The 
factors of local management, judgment 
and business sagacity of the individual 
grower must be admitted as a con- 
siderable influence in the general situa- 
tion; and the remedies which you sug- 
gest, while perhaps seemingly to you 
sufficient, would not bring about the 
relief you are seeking.

FALL POTATOES. 


California Farmers Planting Very Few 
Just at This Time—Profits are Un- 
usually Good. 


There is a large crop of spring po- 

tatoes coming on in Southern Califor- 
nia. In ten days or two weeks prices 
are likely to be pretty easy. 
This may be the reason that very 
few, farmers are pidanting ‘potatoes 
for a full crop. If that be the reason, 
it is not a good one. The potatoes row 
coming into market will not keep be- 
yond September, or October at the 
latest. For winter use there never 
is a sufficient supply of late potatoes 
here. They come from all over Cen- 
tral California, from Nevada and frcm 
Oregon. The lowest frieght rate on- 
northern potatoes is 25 cents per 100 
pounds, which, with other expenses 
makes a charge of 27% to 30 cents on all 
potatoes from Central California, run- 
ning to twice these figures from out- 
side the State. That is the arvantage 
‘farmers near the city have. 

Those who had early potatoes near 
here and hauled them in by wagon, got 
from 5 down to 2 cents per pound. 
Those coming in now are Jown to $1 
to $1.25, as to quality. Until the price

Governor, it would be the acme of folly 


to take needless chances of defeat by 
renominating Henry T. Gage for the 
office which he has filled so unsatis- 
factorily for the past three and a half 
years. There are other men who could 
make the run with an almost absolute 
certainty of victory. Of all the poas!- 
ble or probable candidates, Henry T. 
Gage, as The Times has heretofore 
pointed out, is the beast available, and 
the weakest before the people. 

It would therefore be the extreme of 
political folly and shortsightedness for 
the Republican party to place Gage 
in nomination for a second term. He 
is so vulnerable, and he has incurred 
antagonisms, 
that his nomination would mean his 
certain defeat, with possibly the de- 
feat of other candidates on the ticket 
with him. Why should the Republicans 
of California run this wholly unneces- 
sary risk of defeat, when they can 
virtually assure a decisive victory by 
placing a strong and acceptable man 
at the head of the ticket. ö

RIZONA’S AMBITION. 


The Phoenix papers are now call- 
ing upon California to heip the Terri- 
tory of Arizona in attaining its much- 
desired ambition of Statehood. The 
Arizona Republican declares that the 
fate of Arizona im the matter of State- 
hood is in the hands of California, the 
Senate Committee on Territories being 
so equally divided on the Omnibus Bill 
that the issue depends upon Senator 
Bard of California—which can hardly 
be called a fact. The Republican says: 

“On the face of it. this would seem 
to be a most fortunate situation. The 
people of California are hardly less in- 
terested than ofr own people in see- 
ing Arizona admitted into the Union. 
California, more than any other State, 
would be directly benefited by the 
great increase in population and ex- 
pansion of business in Arizona which 
would immediately follow Statehood. 
Senator Bard is considered a fair and 
honest man, anxious to comply with 
the wishes of his constituents and ad- 
vance their material interests. It is 
most tifying, therefore, to And t 
great publican dailies of San Fran- 
cisco «vigorously urging Senator Bard 
to become the champion of Arizona in 
the Senate.” 

The Arizona Democrat also refers to 
the asserted fact that Senator Bard's 
vote is keeping Arizona out of the 
Union. and says: 

“We hope our California neighbors 
will not overlook this important mat- 
ter, as Statehood for Arizona would 
mean much for California. It means 
that California would have two addi- 
tional votes in the Senate of the Unite? 
States for anything wanted by the 
Golden State. and it means that should 
Arizona secure admission through the 
votes of California's Senators the 
new State would be a lifelong friend of 
California. On the other hand. should 
this Territory be debarred from ad- 
mission to Statehood by the vote of 
a California Senator. it would arouse 
a bitter and lasting feeling in the 
hearts of our people that would be 
detrimental to both sections.” 

This is all very well. so far as it 
goes, but we cannot altogether lose 
sight of the fact that a few days ago 
these same Phcenix papers were 
terly denouncing The Times because 
this journal had the audacity to crit- 
icise a job which is being put up upon 
the people of the Salt River Valley by 
a few ambitious schemers to control 
the water supply of the valley by 
means of a bill which they are en- 
deavoring to have put through Con- 
gress, empowering the voters of Mari- 
copa county to make them a present 
of about $2,000,000. The Times was in- 
formed by thege same Phoenix papers 
that it was a piece of impudence on 
our part to venture to interfere in 


the internal affairs of Arizona Terri- 


tory. and we were advised, in lan- 
guage more forcible than polite, to at- 
tend to our own business. 

Since then the speculators of the 
Salt River Valley, headed by ex-Gov. 
Murphy, realizing apparently that their 
outrageous proposition has no chance 
to meet with the approval af the vot 
ers Of Maricopa county, have changed 
their tactics, and have presented a new 
proposition, involving the donation to 
them af a million dollars, which 
would give them bonds enough to pay 
for the projected dam, and at the 
same time give them absolute control 
over the Salt River Valley. In all this 
windy discussion on part of their sub- 
sidized organs there is not even a sug- 
gestion of the important truth that 
this water belongs to the nation, and 
should be sacredly held in trust for 
the benefit of bona fide settlers. 

If The Times has no right to inter- 
fere in a question of this kind, involv- 
ing the prosperity—and to a certain 
extent, the very existence—of a large 
number of people living in a section 
which is more or less tributary to Los 
Angeles, then, surely, we have neither 
any right, from the standpoint of these 
arid shouters, to interfere in the ques- 
tion of Statehood for Arizona, on- 
cerning which question, as we have 
shown with some detail on a previous 
occasion, there exists more than a lit- 
tle difference of opinion among rep- 
resentative citizens of the Territory.

UILDING A BOULEVARD. 


After talking for many years about 
boulevards, it looks now as if we are 
soon to see the actual construction of 
one more of these much-needed im- 
provements in Los Angeles. The Coun- 
cil will shortly prepare an ordinance 
of intention to improve Sunset boule- 
vard, from Douglas street to the city 
limits, on the northwest, where it will 
connect with the excellent system of 
boulevards that has already been con- 
structed around Hollywood. On the 
east, there is already an excellent, wide 
thoroughfare, surfaced with disinte- 
grated granite, from Douglas street to 
the Sisters’ Hospital. Then, from the 
Sisters’ Hospital to the passing 
the north end of the Broadway tunnel, 
and running along Bellevue avenue, a 
continuation of this boulevard, 100 feet 
wide, has been under consideration for 
some time past by property owners in 
the northern part of the business sec- 
tion. A strong effort will be made to 
have this work go forward simulta- 
neously with the improvement of Sun- 
set boulevard, in the northwestern part 
of the city. The assessment district 
will be made large, extending as far 
south as Third street, so that a large 
portion of the cost of this improvement 
will be thrown upon the owners of 
business property, who can best af- 
ford it, and who really are the most 
direct beneficiaries by the improve- 
ment. 

There is, of course, some opposition 
to this, as there always is to any im- 
portant public improvement that can 
be suggested. It needs, however, but 
little reflection to show that this is 
a good thing, which all public-spirited 
citizens, especially those who live in 
or near that part of town, should com- 
bine to push along. This is probably 
the most important improvement of the 
kind that has yet been projected in 
Los Angeles. Business men in the 
northern part of the city have for 
some time past been talking about va- 
rious plans to pull that section out 
of the slough in which it has fallen. 
Here is. a plan that will accomplish 
more in that direction than any other 
half a dozen projects that might be 
suggested. With the opening of this 
artery of travel, Sunset boulevard will 
become the natural outlet for all the 
northwestern section of the city. Be- 
fore reaching the Plaza, the traffic will 
divide, a part of it coming into town 
through the Broadway tunnel, and the 
rest down Main street. Eventually, 
there is no doubt that this boulevard 
will be extended along the foothills, 
through the Soldiers’ Home, to Santa 
Monica. 

If the business men north of Third 
street are wise, they will seize this 
opportunity to secure a most valuable 
improvement, that must inevitably in- 
crease the value of every foot of 
property along or near its route. 


HE REST CURE. 


The movement recently set on foot 
by some of the business houses of Los 
Angeles, aided by the Merchants’ and 
Manufacturers’ Association, to secure 
the closing of all the wholesale busi- 
ness houses on Saturday afternoons 
during the summer, has been making 
a good headway, and it looks now as 
if it would become an accomplished 
fact, during the present season. There 
has, from the beginning, been littie se- 
rious opposition to the proposal, and 
that has been mostly a question of de- 
tails rather than of the general prin- 
aiple of the idea, which almost ali the 
business men agree is, theoreticaly, a 
good thing. It may not be feasible to 
make a cast-iron rule. under which all 
business houses shall close on the 
Same half-days; but some arrange- 
ment, agreeable alike to the employés 
and proprietors in each establishment, 
is possible and desirable. There can 
be no question in the mind of any 
unprejudiced and observing person that 
the tendency in American life, nowa- 
days, ig toward running the machine 
at too high a pressure. We boast 
that, while English people try to make 
their machinery last as long as possi- 
ble, Americans get out of it in a short 
time all they can, and then throw it on 
the junk heap. This may be all very 
well, so far as iron and steel and lum- 
ber are concerned, but it is question- 
able policy when applied to human 
flesh and blood. 

Let us not entirely overlook the ra- 
tional enjoyment of life while we are 
effecting the commercial conquest of 
the world. One of the mos: important 
steps in this direction is the in- 
sistence upon an adequate amount of 


rest and relaxation. 
Ww IS A FORFEIT NOT A 
FORFEIT? 


The Financial Committee of the 
Council has recommended that the city 
should return to an eastern firm the 
amount of its deposit of $20,000, depos- 
ited as a guarantee of good faith in 
connection with a bid for the water 
bonds, less only the amount of the ex- 
penses of the City Attorney and the 
Treasurer in finding new purchasers, 
after the first ones had defaulted. It 
will be remembered that, owing to the 
machinations of a local stool pigeon, 
named Waldron, acting on behalf of 
other interested parties, who have hith- 
erto succeeded in keeping in the dark, 
a doubt was thrown upon the credit of 
the city, and the would-be purchasers 
of the bonds got “cold feet,” as the 
saying is. On account of this, the city 
was put to much trouble and expense, 
not only for the cost of sending two 
representatives to the East to negotiate 
another loan, but also in the loss of 
interest between the 7 per cent. the 
city was allowing to the water com- 
pany, and the 3% per cent. interest the 
bonds were bearing. | 

It is difficult for the average citizen 
to understand why all of this money 
should be returned to the people who 
defaulted in their agreement. What 
is the object of a forfeit, in such cases, 
if the money is not forfeited’: As well 
cease to insist upon such a provision, 
if ‘t is to be turned into a farce of 
this kind. At any rate, the least the 
city can do should be to insist upon 
subtracting from the $20,000 not only 
the expenses of the two city repre- 
sentatives, but also the amount which 
the city has lost in interest.

Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
clation Cries to the Council for R 
from Present Unbearable Conditions— 
New System Must Be Inaugurated. 


Some weeks ago it was stated in these 
columns that an attempt will be made 
to entirely revise the system of gar- 
dase collection in this city, when the 
present contract expires on July 4 
next. It is desired by the 
Officer and some members of the Com- 
mon Council that the disposal of waste 
mal be done in such a manner in 
the future that the average citizen will 
mot be compelled to lie awake nights 
to think over his wrongs. 

With a considerable portion of the 
garbage on the front lawn, some more 
on the sidewalk, and part ot the bal- 
ance in the street, many residents are 
Prone to doubt the provision of the 
deciaration that man is by right en- 
titled to the pursuit of happiness. Be- 
fore the househo!ders abandoned hope 
and became resigned to the inevitable, 
the metal connections on the health 
Office telephone were melted off about 
fifty times a day. 

A long course of training has made 
the older citizens meek, and they in- 


Variably take their hats off to the 
Griver of the gar = a 
handful of withered flowers or a bit 


that can be fed to hogs and tin cans 
that can be sold, constitute the only 
articles that can be “cremated” under 
the existing contract. 

If there was any doubt about public 
Sentiment, tre following communica- 
tion to the Council, drafted by Secre- 
tary F. J. Zeehandelaar of the Mer- 
chants’ and Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, will effectually dissipate it:

tents of the receptacies are found ly- 
ing on the lawn, or in front of the 
— — having been rejected by the 


Within the last few years a large 
mumber of flats have been constructed 
in this city, and the occupants of these 
flats and other householders find it 
impossible to dispose of miscellaneous 
refuse under the present contract. 

It the contract for the removal of 
gar e means anything, it means that 
refuse matter should be taken by 
the contractor, and in that manner 
gelieve the householders. If this were 
accomplished, the vacant lots in the 
residence district of the city would not 
be made dumping grounds for all kinds 
of refuse matter, and the sanitary con- 
dition of this city would be greatly im- 


ov and the general appearance 
vastly benefited. 
From the examination of the specifi- 


cations for the collection of garbage in 
the cities of Washington, Philadelphia, 
Minneapolis and Buffalo, it appears 
that the performance of this contract 
fs done under the direct supervision of 
the Superintendent of Streets. Pro- 
visions are made in all these cities for 
the collection of all garbage, including 
dally waste from private residences, 
Paper, paper boxes, rags, old shoes, 
Carpets, bottles, tin cans, flowers, 
shrubbery, broken crockery, ashes, 
broken glass and such other articles as 
ere daily thrown in the waste basket 
or rubbish barrel, and the term gar- 

means all refuse animal and 
vegetable matter which has been used 
as food for man, and al! refuse animal 
and vegetable matter which has been 
intended to be so used and includes 
condemned food. 

These specifications provide that the 
“miscellaneous refuse“ must be de- 
— in separate receptacles and un- 

separated in this manner, the col- 
lector can refuse to remove it. 

We would suggest that in the speci- 
fications for the next contract your

HAVE TIGHT GRIP. 


BOND DEPOSIT FORFEITED. 

Yesterday it became more than 
ever apparent that if the Finanze 
Committee persists in recommending 
the return of the $20,000 bond deposit 
less the expenses of the City Attor- 
ney and the City Treasurer, incurred 
in the trip to New Tork, there will 
be a fight in the Council tomorrow. 
President Powers declared ter 
that he believes the bond buyers made 
an absolute default and that the city 
should retain every cent of the money 
unless the claimants can establish th 
it 


ness principles. If the transaction in- 
volving the water bonds had been a 
private sale the $20,000 deposit would 
have been considered forfetted. The 
bidders absolutely defaulted on their 


agreement to take the bonds. The city 
kept its part of t agreement and 
thev did not keep’ theirs. I believe 


that they and all other bond buyers 
will have more respect for the city 
and for the Council if they know that 
they cannot trifle with us. [ believe 
they will be more eager to purchase 
our bonds if they know that the city 
affairs are run on business principles. 

“The proposal of the Finance Com- 
mittee to return the entire amount less 
the actual traveling @xpenses of the 
city officials is unwaeganted, it seems 
to me. Perhaps the City Attorney may 
be able to give some reason why 


the city should compromise the mat- 


ter. but I have Investigated to the ex- 
tent of deciding that the eastern com- 
panies should never recover %18 000 or 
anything like that sum. The ex- 
penses of the City Attorney were 
3585; those of the Cit Treasurer. 
$1100; telegrams and incidentals 2 
the total to about $2000; because of the 
delay an extra charge of $2500 was 
made by Dillon & Hubbard the New 
York bond attorneys; the United States 
Mortgage and Trust Company charged 
the city $500 for keeping open al 
night at the time the deal was con- 
summated; the difference in interest 
between the 3% per cent. borne by the 
bonds and the 7 per cent. paid the 
water company for the forty-five days 
amounts to about $8000; the total is 
almost $13,000. If any compromise is 
to be made with the companies it 
seems to me that it should be on some 
such basis as the lest named sum. 
At present, however, I am opposed to 
paying back any part of e $20,000 
eposit. 


FRANCHISE BRIEF. 
STRONG CASE FOR CITY. 

A strong line of argument in support 
of the city’s contention that the 
“freight franchises” were never 
granted to the Pacific Electric Rail- 
way Company is contained in the brief 
prepared by City Attorney Mathews 
and Deputy Herbert Goudge for sub- 
mission to Judge Wellborn of the Cir- 
cui. Court. The brief was served on 
the attorneys of the complainant yes- 
terday, and it will be filed tomorrow. 
All the parties have waited until the 
last day before filing the briefs, in or- 
der that no advantage may be gained 
by one from the work of another. 

The city’s brief consists of sixty 
printed pages, and is prepared in neat 
and attractive form. It bears on the 
first page a complete index to the ar- 
gument on the several points upon 
which the Judge consented to receive 
written argument. 

It is asserted by the attorneys for 
the city that the Federal Court has no 
jurisdiction in the case, as State laws 
cover the points involved. The Pacific 
Electric Railway Company is seeking 
a preliminary injunction to prevent 
the city from interfering with what 
they assume to be their rights under 
the franchises, and the City Attorney 
contends that such an injunction can- 
not be issued, as it would have the ef- 
fect of turning the streets over to the 
complainant company. 

Proceedings for the sale of the fran- 
chise are declared to have been defec- 
tive because the notice of sale did not 
conform to the application. The 
“Broughton” law gives the Council the 
right to act on an application for a 
franchise, but does not specifically 
provide that the Council may change 
the route of the franchise to suit their 
ideas of what is best. The records do 
not show that the applicant ever as- 
sented to the changes made, as no 
amended application was ever filed. 
Therefore it is urged that the Council 
exceeded its powers in changing the 
application before advertising the no- 
tice of sale. It is also contended that 
the Council altered the nature of the 
franchise without an application from 
the company, and in such a manner as 
to placé the concession outside the 
pale of franchises that can be granted 
under the “Broughton” law. The 
title of the “Broughton” law shows 
that it is a statute governing the 
granting of “street railroad” fran- 
chises. The application of the com- 
pany was for a “street railroad” fran- 
chise. Nevertheless the Council in- 
cluded a provision that permitted the 
hauling of freight over the road. A 
long line of decisions is cited to show 


that a “street railroad’ is one that 
confines its operations to hauling 
passengers. A road that hauls express 


and baggage is shown to be a com- 
merciai railroad.“ and one that hauls 
freight is a “steam railroad” or a 
“railroad” pure and simple. It is 
therefore contended that the proceed- 
ings were defective in that a fran- 
chise was advertised for sale under 
the “Broughton” law which that stat- 
ute gave the Council no power to 
grant. 

The next point taken up is the as- 
sertion that {wo franchises, were 
granted as one, and some very strong 
decisions are cited to prove the int. 
In the application it was srovided thai 
the route should cross a private right 
of way for a certain distance. Inas- 
much as no company but the one own- 
ing the private right of way could 
benefit by this provision, and as the 
Council only has jurisdiction over the 
streets, it is contended that in effect 
there were two franchises, and that 
the sections divided by. the private 
right of way should have been sold 
separately. 

In section 3 of the brief the principal 
point involved is discussed. The city 
contends that an ordinance is neces- 

y to the grant of a franchise. It 
will be remembered that the Mayor 
vetoed the ordinance first passed by 
the Council, and that the vote was re- 
considered by the Council at the next 
meeting, all bids rejected and the 
Treasurer instructed to tender the 
$152,900 to the company. Accordingly 
no ordinance was ever adopted grant- 
ing the franchises to the Pacific Elec- 
tric Company. It is shown that the 
granting of a franchise is a legisia- 
tive act, and that the charter provides 
that the Council must exercise its leg- 
islative powers by ordinance.

WATER OFFICE. 
COLLECTION OF BILLS. 

A. H. Howland, a civil engineer of 
Worcester, Mass., has written to Presi- 
dent Powers of the Council in regard 
to the collection of water rates under 
municipal ownership of the system. He 
states that an article which appeared 
in the Los Angeles Times, led him to 
address the president on the subject. 


Mr. Howland asserts that he has built | 


and operated, as a private enterprise, 
thirty-one different waterworks in six- 
teen different States of this country, 
as well as several in Mexico and Cen- 
tral America. He has also acted as 
consulting engineer for several cities 
that owned their own plants, and as a 
result of this experience belleves him- 
self qualified to spcak regarding the 
management of waterworks. He 
says: 

The operation of waterworks by a 
private company is always for reve- 
nue only. but where the system is 
controlled by the municipality, the 
scene changes, and the works must be 
operated in all particulars uniformly 
and with the simple object of giving 
the best possible service for the least 
possible money, and to give the same 
service to each person for the same 
relative cost. Such a method means 
uniform rates for water, as well as 
uniform rates of taxation. In collec:- 
ing taxes you have to assess the rich 
and the poor man at the same rate. 
In collecting water rates you have no 
different powers, and so have no right 
to make any discount, for the prompt 
payment of water taxes. To reach the 
desired end (which is promptness in 
collections,) you undoubtedly have the 
right to add penalties to the amount 
of a bill that is not paid when due, 
and in this 
prompt payment. 

“I inaugurated such a system in sev- 
eral places; and found it to work well; 
all water bills are payable, uniformly, 
at @ertain stated periods. If not paid 
within a week, add 1 per cent. to the 
bill, and an additional 1 per cent. for 
each week up to fifteen weeks; then 
make the bill delinquent, and shut off 
the water, and proceed to collect the 
bills as you would any other delinquent 
tax. With such a system you would 
have very few delinquents, and your 
expense of collection would be reduced 
to a minimum. 

“Water taxes, like any other taxes, 

should be paid only at the office of the 
city, and the city should be at no 
whatever for outside collec- 
except in the case of delin- 
quencies, when the penalty will pay 
the cost. 
“With a city of your size a very 
small office force in the water depart- 
ment could attend to all your clerical 
duties, in connection with bills, 
notices, etc.. while, as a matter of 
course, all water bilis should be paid 
to the City Treasurer at his office.’ 

Considerable discussion has been en- 
gendered by the proposed plan to ar- 
range for advance payments, by giving 
a duction in the water tax. The let- 
ter of Eng nter Howland makes it evi- 
dent that there are legal objections in 
other States to such a course. and 
the same conditions may obtain here. 
The matter has never n thor- 
oughly investigated. The letter also 
makes it plain that in many cities the 
collection is made at the City Hall in 
connection with ot tax payments. 
President Powers is now contending 
that the present officers of the city 
can do all the work of collecting, with 
slight additional cost to the city. His 
plan is now under consideration by the 
Water Commisfion. President Silver 
of that body has gent out for in- 
formation regarding the management 
of municipal water plants all over the 
country, and it is exrected that the 
replies will throw a flood of Nght on 
the mooted question. 

Members of the Council stil be- 
lieve that another plan to force the 
rental and eventual purchase of the 
old First National Bank building on 
North Main street, is now being for- 
mulated. It is certain that there will 
be a spirited fight in the Sounci! be- 
fore such a solution of the difficulty 
is chosen. ; 

AN HONEST MAN. 
MAYOR MUCH SURPRISED.

Prof. Woodward Lectures to the In- 
spectors on the Subject of the Red 
Spider Which Eats the Leaves of 
Fruit Trees, | 


Red spiders had the floor at a meet- 
ing of the county horticultural in- 
spectors yesterday at the Courthouse. 

Almost the whole session was de- 
voted to discussion of this devastating 
pes. 


Prof. J. N. Woodward, who is on a 
still hunt for some kind of bug with 
a grudge against red spiders, told of 
the results of his laboratory experi- 
ments. 

He has as yet not been able to find 
anything that he is sure will be able 
to make a war sufficiently vigorous to 
kill the pests off. He is experiment- 
ing with several parasites; there is 
hope that some of them may prove 
effective. 

The red spider is getting to be a 
more serious menace every year, ac- 
cording to the statemcnts made at the 
sesefon yesterday. 

It has been camped on the ground 
for many years, but it is only of late 
that it has really made its presence 
felt. 

In his native state, the red spider 
looks like a mass of fine scarlet pow- 
der. Under the glass the red dust be- 
comes a fierce coiony of sprawling 
monsters. 

The dust appears on the under side 
of leaves and in time causes the 
branches to become bare and injures 
the fruit. 

Every pest of this kind is said to 
have its enemy which will drive it out 
of existence. 

What Prof. Woodward wants is to 
connect the two.

Most manufacturers try to 
avoid this, but their safety devices de- 
pend for the most part on the uncertain 
memory of man,.a thing not quite cer- 
tain in these busy days. And conse- 
quently, a hurried, tired engineer for- 
gets, perha and some day his for- 
getting may bring about a terrible 
disaster. Mr. Vivian has added to this 
a little bit—only a little, but that lit- 
tle puts the safety device under the 
control of machinery, and machinery Is 
like a Chinaman—it never forgets. Con- 
sequently, if anything should go wrong, 
a pin in the cut-off system drops out, 
a lever falls, and the machinery stops.

Its principle is simple, being merely 
the atomizing of oil under high steam 
pressure, and its introduction to the 
furnace in such a manper that it will 
most effectually touch with its heat all 
available points where steam might be 
generated. In this he has succeeded 
better than mort others, as in nearly 
all burners there is an unheated, gas- 
eous space just ahead of the oil-noz- 
gle, before the ignition of the fluid. 
After long experimenting he has suc- 
ceeded in producing immediate ignition, 
yet far enough beyond the nozzle to 
prevent unnecessary wear on that part. 
FRAGMENTS REUNITED. 
Clever work does not always mean 
great big roaring things that awe you 
by their very size, or apparent power. 
In very fine work, the size of the speci- 
men usually decreases as the skill of 
the craftsman goes up. There is a

You have probably seen rather-skil- 
fully-mended vases or dishes, but by 
close inspection were you not always 
able to find the flaw? Fancy, if you will, 
an exquisite piece of Dresden, broken 
into many fragments, some of those 
fragments. lost. Then look at the 
work as it leaves M. Calllaud’s hands; 
here it is Oh, no! It is not a new plate. 
but the same old crushed and broken 
ruin put together. Here are the old 
lines and the modeling; yes, even that 
rose which was broken out and lost. 
Touch the plate with your finger—no, 
harder. It rings! This is perhaps the 
culminating proof of exvuisite perfec- 
tion, that a broken dish can be 80 
evenly put together. that even the res- 
onance of unflawed material may be 
simulated. f 

Monsleur's methods are as original 
as they are ingenious. For instance, he

MAKING A STAGE PICTURE. 


As the stage manager has no great 
anxiety to take the public into his 
confidence, it cannot be said definitely 
just how many persons tnere wil de 
in this brave company, wit the 
chances are that they wil] number be- 
tween 130 and 150. Two-thirds of them 
will figure on this historic stage solely 
for the purpose of filling up the picture 
and making an effective composition. 
The pages, in particular, are expected 
to add to the attractiveness of the 
scene, for Madarne Katti Lanner has a 
great reputation for picturesque 
grouping. None of the boys may be 
older than 12 nor younger than 6, and 
all of them will represent great fam- 
ilies. They bergan their lessons, at 
government expense, in Buckingham 
Palace some three months ago, and 
are said to have had pupils from 
Madame Katti Lanner’s dancing school 
to practice upon. Obviously there 
ought to be a final dress rehearsal, but 
the officials seem inclined to keep 
their plans in this direction veiled in 
mystery. I learn on good authority, 
however, that such a rehearsal will 
take place about ten days before the 
coronation. It will begin at Bucking- 
ham Palace, where all the actual par- 
ticipants of the show are to gather on 
the day of the coronation, and will be 
continued at Westminster Abbey, 
where the whole rformance will b> 
gone over, with the general manager 
and the stage manager to supervise it. 
The King and Queen will not be pres- 
ent at this rehearsal, as it was thought 
it might seem undignified, but under- 
studies will be provided for the oc- 
cesion. Each actor has received a 
Giagram. dt the stage and a book of 
rules with strict injunctions to come 
to the rehearsal letter perfect.

These 
people generally begin, I have been 
told, by using cocaine as a remedy for 
toothache. Somebody has prescribed it, 
and, like most popular prescriptions, it 
is more likely to kill the man than to- 
cure the disease. They begin by tak- 
ing a little cocaine on the finger and 
touching it to the tongue, as a child 
does sugar. In this way they soon be- 
come slaves to its use. You can usua'ly 
tell one by the way he smacks his 
mouth, sometimes seeming to lose all 
control of the lips and going about 
— tasting or tasting at some- 

ng. 

But the ordinary cocaine fle , 
‘sniffer,’ Nobody knows how 9 
this character is until he starts out in 
the right way to look for him, but 
naturally, he is to be found chiefly in 
the tenderloin district. There was a 
time when he bought the drug from 
the retail dealer, but the anti-cocaine 
law has very largely put a stop to 
such sales; and now the chief source 
of supply is the cocaine peddier. These 
peddiers buy an ounce or so of the 
drug, adulterate it with acetanilide and 
carry it from house to house, selling 
it in five and ten-cent packages, to 
any and everybody that will buy.

Queer Opera. 


„Peleas et Melisande,” the new work 
produced very recently at the Opera 
Comique, Paris, and which has pro- 
vided so much n among musi- | 
clans and critics, is a musical setting 
by Debussy, of a libretto based on the 
play of Maeterlinck. The work is re- 
markable for the form in which it is 
conceived. There is not the faintest 


approach to an “air,” so called 
throughout the entire opera. The ac- 
tion of the unfolds itself to the 
accompaniment of the orchestra, 


which seeks to express hot only the 
different emotions and sentiments of 
the personages in the drama, but also 
the atmospheric effects, murmuring of 
the breeze, appearance or disappear- 
ance of the moonlight, ete. All this 
carried on continuously without the 
slightest intention of a phrase,“ the 
end of an act being the only interrup- 
tion to the stream of ha ny. The 
vocal parts are written without any 
attention being paid to the character- 
istics of the singing voice, Of melody, 
so far as the vocal parts are concerned, 
there is not the slightest pretension. 
In fact, the same results would be ob- 
tained exactly if the singers were to 
declaim their parts instead of singing 
them, provided they kept the pitch of 
the voices quite distinct from the 
tonality of the orchestra and fitted 
their words to it. There is no imita- 
tion of Wagner in any respect in the 
harmonies. It is a play with a con- 
tinuous mu lustration. The 
music is curious, poetic and delicate.

PRECIOUS METALS.

and innumerable’ searchers have la- 
hored on this problem. These workers 
have not been wholly within the class 
of metallurgists, or what we might call 
scientists, but all ranks and ca lings 
have contributed contingents. The 
general impulse which we designate as 
alchemy remained influential until the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, 
and was so widespread that it deserves 
consideration by a student of social sei- 
ence. While it is probable that in the 
more ignorant ages a larger number of 
people believed in incantations and 
ghosts than practiced true alchemy, 
yet the public profession of the latter

was much more frequent than the pub- | 


lic profession of supernatural powers. 
The history of alchemy has «indeed 
less significance for chemistry than for 
the history of culture. 

The belief in transmutation was pro- 
moted by the observation of cases in 
which the appearance of gold and sil- 
ver could be imparted to baser metals. 
For example, copper alloyed with zinc 
assumes‘the ordinary color of gold. 
Treated with certain arsenical sub- 
stances it assumes a silver-like ap- 
pearance. Moreover, the doctrine of 
Aristotle, that substances differ not 
because of different. composition, but 
by reason of difference of properties; 
necéssarily encouraged the transmuta-. 
tlonists. It was in this spirit that one 
operator distilled mercury seventeen 
hundred successive times in hopes of 
driving out from it the liquefying 
principle and thus obtaining the solid 
ver. 

This ignorance as to the details of 
chemical composition also led to an- 
other misunderstanding. Mine waters 
containing copper compounds (the ex- 
istence of copper as such in the water 
was not recognized) would, by the 
action of iron, deposit the copper and 
the fron would dissolve. We have no 
dificulty today in comprehending the 
nature of the action, but there was a 
time when it was believed to be a 
transmutation, and in alchemical lan- 
guage was expressed as being due to 
Mars (iron) having laid off his armor 
and decorated himself with the gar- 
ments of Venus (copper.) 

It is interesting to note also that, 
according to the Greek al¢hemists, lead 
was the generator of other metals. It 
was especially the generator of silver. 
We have no difficulty in understanding 
how this last error arose. Lead ores 
usually contain some silver, often very 
considerable amounts, and the opera- 
tion of cupellation easily burns off the 
lead and leaves the button of silver, in 
which small amounts of gold are often 
found.—{Henry Leffmann in Cassier’s 
Magaz'ne for June.

GULF MYTH, 


In the light of sctence sage the 
Gulf Stream as a determining factor 
in climate forming loses ali of its old- 
time our. Moreover, what is 
true of its relative insignificance in 
this respect is also true, a fortiori, of 
the Kuro Siwo, or Japan current. Ths 
current, a very much feebler stream 
than the Gulf Stream, owing to the 
enormous size of the mid-Pactfic basin 
and the unfavorable configuration of 
the Asian continent, has few of the 
dramatic characteristics of the Gut 
Stream, and yet the Mauryan myth 
has endowed it also with the virtues 
supposedly belonging 
congener; and it is but recently that 
the Chamber of Commerce of n 
Francisco was passing resolutions 
about it, since they believed that, if its 
shiftings could be studied, California 
weather might be foreseen long in ad- 
vance. In this they were confusing 
effect with cause, and were on the 
wrong track. Had they passed reso- 
lutions about the shifting of the great 
Pacific anti<yclone, they would have 
hit the nall on the head, since it is 
the variation in its pressures and in its 
position that makes fog climatic and 
weather changes on the Pacific Coast, 
and also causes any shifting in the 
drift of ocean currents. And the same 
is true of the Atlantic basin—the Gulf 
Stream shifting with the winds and 
the general barometric stresses: which 
shifting, far from being the cause of 
any weather vagary, is an indication 
of the secondary relation of the ocean 
current to the primary cause of 
weather changes, the shifting of the 
aérial currents; in fine, the anti-cy- 
clone itself. We who live in the At- 
lantic seaboard States of the United 
States notice the effect of the shift- 
ing of the anti-cyclone Jess than Eu- 
rope, perhaps, since for the most part 
weather in the East is not brewed in 
the Ocean, because the aérial drift 
moves from west to east, and carries 
the oceanic influences eastward, or 
away from our shores. But occasion- 
ally the Atlantic anti-cyclone obtrudes 
on our southern coasts with very re- 
markable results: at times apparently 
reversing the seasons by setting up a 
south to north (southeast to northwest, 
southwest to northeast) circulation that 
is the primary cause of the spells of 
haicvonic weather that have been va- 
riously christened “Indian summer.”

8 OF BRIDGE-BUILDING. 


_ The design of a long bridge-span l 
one of the most elaborate mathemat- 
ical prob s that arises in construc- 
tive wor The stresses produced by 
its own weight, by the weight of traf- 
fic, by locomotive drivers, by the ham. 
mering of flattened whee!s, by the ac- 
tion of brakes on an express train, by 
the high speed on a curved track, by 
the wind and by the expansion and 
contraction of the steel in summer and 


winter, are all accurately calculated. 


The deflection of the loaded and un 


plete drawings are made of every mem- 
ber of it. The bars of steel are tested 
in machines which will pull in two 
a horsehair or a steel bar strong 
enough to lift halt a score of the heav- 
lest locomotives at once, and which 
will crush an egg shell or a steel 
column, and accurately measure the 


The different 
kinds of members are forged, riveted, 
bored or planed in perhaps half a 
dozen remote shops, and, although usu- 
ally not fitted together there, are ex- 
amined and measured by specialists to 
see that they are correct, and are 
then shipped by scores of carloads to 
the site of the proposed structure, 
where steam derricks unload them 
and pile them many feet high in stacks 
covering acres of ground. 

The bridge piers may rise above the 
water, hundreds of feet apart. It re- 
mains to place on them a 1699-ton 
structure, high above a savage chasm, 
over an impassable current or roar- 
ing tide, where the water is deep, the 
bottom of jagged rocks or treacher- 
ous quicksand, or where an old bridge 
must be removed, and the new one built 
in its place without interrupting nav- 
igation or obstructing continuous traf- 
fic on the bridge. To accomplish this 
the engineer has timber, bolts and 
ropes, hoisting engines, derricks and a 
band of intrepid builders, who have 
perhaps followed him for years through 
more hardship and danger than fall 
8 lot ot aimost any other call- 
neg. 

The complicated framework of a 
great span is a skeleton with many 
accurate joints and thousands of steel 
sinews and bones, each of which must 
go in exactly the right place in ex- 
actly the right order. The builder 
must Weave into the trusses pieces 
larger, heavier and far more inflexible 


than whole tree trunks: swiftly hotst 
and swing them to place hundreds of 
feet high: fit together the massive 
girders and huge forged bars with 
watchmaker’s accuracy: support the 


unwieldy masses until they are keyed 
together and s¢lf-sustaining: and un- 
der millions of pounds of stress must 
adjust them, at dizzy heiehts, to math- 
ematical lines.

CIENCE, 60 far as it relates to 
cats, has been set at naught—the 
domestic pet has been taught to 
perform marvelous tricks. More 

than this, the education of cats 

has produced developments of the feline 
skull that up to this time were unheard of. 

The perceptive faculties, which lie close 
above the eyes in the forward part of the 
brain, grow to unusual size through edu- 
cation. 

The bumps of memory and locality, 
which are well in the front of the head, 
also increase fn size, while the organ of 
seif-esteem is foticeably developed. 

Phrenological examinations of a num- 
ber of highly trained Animals show just 
how the various faculties of cats intellect 
are increased by the training, which 
hitherto was deemed impossible. 

Students of the intellectual life of the 
lower animals have always held that cats 
are stupid, and that it is impossible to 
teach them anything.

To speak of them as abnormal 
is incorrect, but through active use of the 
natural talent these cats are able to think 
more clearly and recoliect more distinetly 
than the ordinary animal. 

Among those who witnessed a recent 
performance of these cats at a local the- 
atre was the noted phrenologist, Dr. John 
L. Capen, of Philadelphia. His first view

“There is no more conceited and vain 
animal living than the cat, and in order to 
educate these specimens it was necessary 
to appeal to those passions. Is it not so?” 

“Yes,” replied Goleman, “only kind 
words and gentleness will teach a cat 


anything. With dogs it is different. There 


you must have discipline, or the dog will 
do what he wants and not what you want. 
A touch of the whip now and then does 
them good. You must not beat them, for 
mg — * break their spirit. But just 
sting of a lash hel 
= pe them to learn 


ness amd Gainties and soft places to sleep 
and nap—those are the things that win 
them. Dogs are like bright, intelligent 
boys, and cats are like beautiful women.” 

“Bee this big Angora,” said Dr. Capen, 
smoothing back the hair of the gray cat's 
head. “See how broad and fiat the ekull 
is. There is no bump of benevolence or 
domesticity in ita make-up. It will love 
Rest the person who treats it best. That 
ie the secret of Mr. Goleman’s power over 
these dumb beasts. 

“Simply because they cannot talk we 
call them stupid, but as a matter of fact 
they are mighty clever beasts and make 
us do most of their work for them. Do 
you remember what Montaigne said about 
this subject? He remarks in one of his 
essays: When you are having a romp 
with a cat and are laughing at its funny 
capers, rest assured that it is laughing 
at and enjoying yours.’

“Self-esteem. vanity and love of good 
living are abnormally developed in these 
enimals.

A REMARKABLE WOMAN. 


Mme. Simone Le Bargy Coming to the 
United States—Suddcen Fame in the 
Dramatic World. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TDIES.) 
PARIS, May 24.—Mine. Simone Le 
Bargy, the young French society 


-woman, who, on quitting her drawing- 


room for the Paris stage, was hailed 
as the coming Bernhardt, s to pay @ 
visi to the United States soon. 

The rise of Mme. Le Bargy has been 
remarkable in almost every way. Even 
entirely untrained as she was for act- 
ing, her treatment of her strongly emo- 
tional zart in The Detour’’—the drama 
in which she made her great hit— 
would have been less surprising had 
she been a woman of some wordly ex- 
perience. But she ts a girl of 23. Her 
unusual success has set at naught the 
Parisian tradition that not only a 
thorough course at the Conservatoire, 
but poverty and a lot of “roughing it“ 
ut the outset, and, if possible, a dis- 
appointment in love, are essential 
the making of a real actress. Mme. 
Le Bargy’s family is rich, she has 
known only luxury all her life, and 
she marrted the man she loved. He is 
one of the most prominent actors of 
the Theatre Comedie Francaise, and 
it was the insight into theatrical life 
which Mme. Le Bargy has had since 
her marriage, two years ago, and the 
appeal which it made to her, that led 
to her decision to try her hand at act- 


ing. 

Although Mme. Le Bargy did not 
study for the stage. she Was uncon- 
sciously preparing for her theatrical 
career while finishing her education at 
one of the several women's colleges in 
Paris. There her favorite subject was 
metaphysics, and to the appliance of 
what she learnet neve 922 
a la rt o er perfor 
the made her debut 
and scored her hit. : 
This part is that of a high-minded 
young I. who is unfortunate enough 
to be the daughter of a woman with a 
past! as unsavory 4s that of the 
mother of De Maupassant's “Yvette.

to worse, un the play ends. In por- 
traying the young wife's character. 
Mme. Le Bargy was most successful. 
of all in making her, not only lovable 
and pathetic, but intensely sympathetic 
to French gudiences. 

It is thought in Paris that Mme. Le 
Bargy’s experience will go a long way 
toward lessening the prejudice which 18 
held by French soc ety at present to- 
ward the stage as a career for a gel. 
Oddly enough, th: young woman, un- 
knoWn as an actress, made her first 
appea.ance in a play by a young and 
unknown playwright. Henry  Bern- 
stein, author of “The Detour,“ which 
was as much admired as a piece of 
stage craft as was the Le Bargy’s act- 
ing of its heroine, is a rather remark- 
able young man. le is now only 2%, 


and was born with two marked talents, 
one for play writing. the other for 
spending money. He also inherited 


an immense fortune, of which he 
made such ducks and drakes that the 
government appointed a guardian. to 
keep him in check. With only about 
a third of his patrimony remaining to 
him, young Bernstein started writing 
plays, made a hit with “The Detour“ 
and has repeated it with another 
drama.

LONDON, May 24.—With everybody 
who is to take part in the coming cor- 
onation rehearsing unttringly therefor 
it is quite in order that the horses to 
be used in the brillant pageants 
should also be trained to go through 
with their part in a creditable man- 
ner—and, as a matter of fact 
four-footed performers are being 
drilied carefully nearly every day. 

The most interesting part of their 
education is to accustom them to the 
sort of uproarthat wil! be going on 
around them when they draw the 
King and Queen in thelr gilded state 
coach to and from the Abbey on the 
first day, and through the seven mites 
of London streets on the second. The 
scene of this training ig the 


schoo! at Buckingham Palace, sie 
has been made litcratly one mass of 


dispute they have. In addition to 
this, Jacqueline’s husband is influe | 
against her, and so go from bad 


flags and bunting in imitation of the

lavish street decorations. The flags 
are purposely hung so as to touch ihe 
noses of the horses driven beneath 
them. While the animals are being put 
through thelr paces, too, drums and 
brass instruments are played blatantly. 
guns and pistols are fired, and the 
throng of children who are let into 
the riding school, in order that they 
may enact the part of “supers” are 
encouraged to dance about and to yell 
and cheer their loudest. At first the 
din made the horses pretty nervous, 
but now they are getting hardened to 
it, dnd most of them only twitch their 
ears a little when the waving of flags 
and the accompanying uproar are at 
their height. 

The steeds that are to he used for 
the royal prog ess through the city also 
have been taken out soon after day- 
light on several mornings recently, and 
driven over the entire route. Slr 
Henry Ewart, the King’s equerry, has 
gone with them every time to take 
notes on the way the animals be- 
haved. These horses are bays, and 
two of them, Klondyke and Blackmore. 
are reckoned to be the finest of their 
breed in the world. The horses to be 
used in the true coronation procession 
to the Abbey and back again—are the 
famous Hanoverlan “creams,” which 
Queen Victoria always used, and which 
drew the gun carriage upon which her 
casket wag borne rough London. 

By the way, there is to be a new cab 
service in London during the corona- 
tion, and its proprietor is to be no 
less a person t King Edward him- 
self. His Majesty doesn't intend to re- 
main in the cab business permanently, 
but he ts dabbling in it temporarily 
for the benefit of his royal coronation 
— representatives of the dif- 
erent European dynasties. The royal 
stables will have calls enough upon

BEAUTIFYING OUR SCHOOLS. 
EAUTY is beginning to be recognized as one of the 
Bee potent factors in the formation of well-rounded 
| and fully-developed character. As education as- 
sumes higher standards and the needs of childhood are 


attractive the school life of our children is becoming 
more pronounced, and we are not satisfied with what 
the past had to offer—four bare white walls with hard, 
anpolished wooden benches, with no statues or pictures 
to delight the cye, no blade of grass, or flower, or tree 
within the yard surrounding the school building, noth- 
ing to please the fancy of the child or to inspire its im- 
agination and quicken its thoughts. 

But today the progressive schools of the country are 
beautiful temples of learning. made charming within by 
pictures and other fine works of art, and without by trees 
and flowers, lovely !andscapé gardens in which the 
children take pride and delight. 

It is about ten years since the eastern States awoke 
to the importance of this movement, and since then the 
work has been going steadily onward, until it has ex- 
tended itself throughout the country. 3 

It was Ruskin, with his love of the beautiful, who first 
arouscd Europe to this need of better adornment for her 
schools. Bravely has she responded, and today she can 
count $1,000 school gardens which are the delight of her 
rising generation. 

This New World has been quick to catch this spirit 
of enthusiasm for higher beauty, and to adopt the opin- 
fon of the wise bishop who said, when being remon- 
strated with for giving his garden over wholly to flow- 
ers instead of growing salads also,, Ah, the  beauti- 
ful is as useful as the uscful. I'm not sure but it’s more 
0. As a recent writer upon this subject has said: “The 
school beautiful’ enthusiasts believe that by ennobling 
the environment of children, and cultivating in them a 
love of painting, sculpture and flowers, they are adding 
to the higher education an influence not imparted by any 
text-book.”’

These little ones thus trained may eventually find 


through their quickened vision not only “sermons ‘in 
stones and songs in running brooks,” but they may find 
that “flowers are the alphabet of angels,” with which 
are written lessons of goodness and of love, and poems 
of God's care. The flower is ofttimes a wonderful teacher, 
and the tall tree a powerful orator. 

We well remember the exclamation of Henry: Ward 
Beecher which we first read in a treeless land: “Oh, 
what a thought was that when God thought of a treet” 
It was a thought which will influence all the ages and 

will lift up the child mind to the infinite Creator who 
gave it life. “How does the tree grow, and what lifts 
it up so high above the ground? Who paints the flowers, 
and what makes them smell so sweet?“ are questions 
that mean infinitely more for the child's development 
than the dull formula “two and two are four” and “three 
from six leaves three.” The flowers and the trees help 
him to look up, the pictures and the sculptures, copies 
of the old masters, turn his thoughts backward, till he 
wishes to know more of that vanished past and more 
of that infinite Power which gives color and fragrance 
to the flowers and lifts the tree above his head. Then

And in addition to this, in various cities “school deco- 
ration has extended its influence to the neighborhood. 
‘School beautiful’ promoters hope that the public schools 
of the future will not only have paintings on their walls 
and flowers in the garden, but will be a community 
center wherein parents may meet with children and 
teachers for lectures, concerts and social intercourse. 
Many a principal declares that the beautifying has al- 
ready led to a closer relation between the school and its 
patrons.” 

May the outreach of the new century continue to be 
toward higher development along esthetic lines as weil 
as in the whole domain of public education; then indeed 
shall our schools be a bulwark of safety for the nation, 
0 in her gifts to humanity. She allows the genera- 

tions of men to run their little race on her surface, 
and takes them like tired children, when the night falls, 
to sicep in her bosom, as she spins on her course, ac- 
cording to laws of beautiful, spiritual order. But last 
month introduced new phases into her manifestations, 
and a tragic interest attaches to the conflicting theories 
of the scientists concerning the appalling outbreak at 
Martinique. 

The Windward Islands of the Caribbean have been 
closely related to many exploits of buccaneers and cor- 
‘sairs and episodes of naval strategy, and the region of 
Martinique has played no insignificant part in the his- 
tory of the world. 3 

As the birthplace of Josephine, the beautiful Empress 
of the French, many legends attached to those localities 
associated with her childhood. The ill-fated wife of 
Napoleon may often looked back with yearning to 
the sea-girdled home, 

Another royal name is also associated with the fame 
of the hapless island of the Lesser Antilles. The mother 
of Mahmoud II, and grandmother of the present Sultan 
of Turkey, whose maiden name was Aimee Dubuc de 
Riary, is said to have become the consort of Abdul 
Hamid I. After her period of study in a French convent 
at Marseilles, she was captured, on her return to Mar- 
tinique, by Algerian pirates, and sent as a gift to the 
Sultan of Turkey. 

Whatever pages of romance are unfolded in the reeords 
of famous sea officers whose honors are associated with 
these unhappy shores—in which many nations may be 
represented—no more royal act will live in the memory 
of the world than that of Capt. Freeman. The British 
merchant stcamship Roddam, of which he had command, 
had just anchored at St. Pierre on the morning of May 8.¢ 
The public is familiar with this officer's own chronicle of 
the black, lurid cloud which he saw approaching, when 
he called “take shelter!” to the crew. The tragic story | 
of the Roddam's journey to St. Lucia, forty miles away, 
manned by a force fighting fire, and surrounded by dead 
and dying shipmates, is a record of never-to-be-forgotten 
interest. International sympathy which commemorates 
Horatius at the bridge, Paul Revere, Leonidas at Ther- 
mopylae, and the movements of the Alabama and the 
Iroquois in the vista of Mont Pelée, should not fail to 
honor this civil hero. Of Capt. Freeman, it was said, 
“He risked his life and suffered agonies worse than the 
worst possible death in the effort to save his ship, his 
crew and his passengers. When the steamer arrived at 
St. Lucia, where medical assistance was procured, he 
asked the surgeons to attend to the others first, and re- 
fused to be treated until this was done. ‘Greater love 
hath no man than this, that he lay down his life for his 
friend.. 

Among the books which have influenced the world is 
Henry Dumant's Souvenir de Solferino.” It tells in 
simple language of a tourist who, in June, 1859, was in 
Italy. There he was first introduced to the horrors of 
war. He made his way to the fatal field of Solferino. 
There 38,000 men had been struck down, and the dead 
and dying were huddled together without care or succor. 
With the aid of a few brave peasant women he worked 
among the wounded until he and his helpers fell again 
and again by exhaustion. The chivalrous McMahon in- 
fluenced his imperious master to release the Austrian. 
doctors, to help in the work of mercy. Dumant's book 
was published in Geneva, and quickly led to an interna- 
tional advocacy which four years after the battle of Sol- 
ferino resulted in the convention of the Red Cross, for 
the words of Dumant had shocked the conscience of 
Christendom. 

The world of science, represented by such men as 
Prof. Robert T. Hill, government geologist; Prof. Borch- 
grevink, the Antarctic explorer, and others, is watching 
to learn the law of seismic disturbance. Prof. Hill, who 
sailed on the United States cruiser Dixie, is familiar 
with the West Indies, he having made an exhaustive ex- 
ploration of them and written a book as the result. A 
wide interest is evident in the earthquake at Guatemala, 
and the voleanic disturbance in Alaska and Mexico, but 
while various theories engross the thought of the world 
it is not unmindful of the heroic examples of self-sac- 
rifice and lofty courage which are brought to light in 
great cajamities. Among the examples worthy of re- 
membrance was the thought of Rear-Admiral Bradford 
when he called the water-boats of the navy to send pure 
water to the sufferers of St. Pierre and showed sweet 
pity and a resourceful mind alert in the time of need.

London is so big now that the possibilities of electrical 
traction within it cannot be estimated.

How clean everything is. The walls are tiled and all 
above is white. There are glass doors in the ticket win- 
dows and over them Incandescent lights. We each shove 
in two pennies and are handed our tickets, which we 
drop into the chop boxes just as you do in the elevated 
road in New York when you pass through the gate. 

We are now on the level of the street and we must go 
down almost one hundred feet to get into the mighty 
tube, which will take us to the Bank of London. We 
might enter the elevator put in by Americans, but we 
prefer to walk down the great spiral staircase. Down, 
down, down we go. We wind our way around and 
around an enormous well, walled with porcelain bricks 
as fine as those in a millionaire’s bathroom. The well 
is brilliantly lighted with electricity, and we can see our- 
selves in the white tiled mirror as we wind our way 
down it. 

We stop midway and listen to the tramp of the people 
above and below us. We can hear the hum of the city 
overhead and the volcanic thunder of the cars far be- 
neath. We wind around and around step by step to the 
bottom and enter one of the subterranean stations. We 
are in a great cave, roofed and walled with white tiles, 
with a railroad running across its floor and with round 
black holes at each end. The cave is as light as day 
under the rays of electricity, and its brightness ac- 
centuates the darkness of the entrances to the tunnel 
tube. These black holes are where the trains from the 
tube shoot into the station and out, and stations like |

speed down here is lese than half that. The engine 
weighs forty-eight tons, and it gets its current from that 
third rail in the center by means of two contact shoes 
which are mounted on each side of the locomotive. 

The engineer stands in the center of the engine and 
operates the controller. There is a circuit breaker and 
an ammeter mounted on each side of the cab, and also 
an air pump and motor of large capacity under the 
curved turtle-back. Notice how beautifully it is made, 
That engine was constructed by the General Electric 
Company of Schenectady, N. Y., and it {s a jewel in steel. 


Learning to Hustle. 


But look at the cars. See the people rushing in and 
out. They surely cannot be Britishers, for they have a 
move on them like the hustling Americans. ‘ihe truth 
is that the average Londoner did not know what the 
word “hustle” meant until this road was put in. On the 
ordinary train it is the custom to stop ani take up the 
tickets before you enter the principal cities. That is 
what I did before I got to London, and 500 people waited 
with me ten minutes while they took up the tickets. Ip 
the tube line the tickets are dropped into the boxes be 
fore you get in and the conductor urges the passengers 
to step lively or they will get left. 

Ve have to rush to get our own seats. The gate closes 
as soon as We are on the platform and the car has Started 
before we have taken our seats. 

How American everything is! We can almost imagine 
ourselves back in dear old New York. The cars are al- 
most a facsimile of those on eur elevated railroads, ex- 
cept that the ceilings are lower and tes seats are up- 
holstered.

The wind from the ventilating 
fans comes fresh against my face as I trot on with a 
long-limbed, rosy-cheeked English girl sprinting beside 
me. I look at her out of the tail of my eye as I run, 
wondering if she is a bar maid, a dressmaker or a lady 
of quality. At any rate, she is a good runner, and we 
reach the bottom together. 

Here we find a different kind of car and engine. The 
cars are more like barrels with seats inside them than 
anything else, and each car seems to carry its own 
motor. The trains go at great speed, but they do not 
compare in beauty and comfort with those of the 
Tuppenny Tube made by the Yankees. Nevertheless they 
carry considerably more than 100,000 passengers a day 
and their receipts approximate $150,000 a month. The 
fare öne way is 4 cents, or the round trip for 6 cents. 


Other Tube Lines. 


The electric underground railways of London will be 
rapidly extended. There are schemes for something ike 
a hundred miles of such roads now before Parliament, 
and the day will soon come when every part of this vast 
metropolis will be honeycombed with railroads. One of 
the biggcst schemes of underground extension is backed 
by Pierpont Morgnn, connected with large British in- 
terests, and others, as I have said, are being pushed by 
Yerkes. Mr. Yerkes has his concessions, and the work 
of converting the Metropolitan Underground from steam 
to electricity is one of short time and much money. 
Eight new tube lines have already been authorized by 

Parliament, and in the suburbs there are several electric 
tramways above ground. I have ridden on a number of 

these. The cars are double-deckers, with seats on the 
roof. They are well patronized. The most of them be- 
long to the London County Council, and I understand 
that they pa dividends, notwithstanding they run work- 
ingmen’s trains at certain hours of the day at one-half 
and in some cases at one-fourth of the regular rates. 


Tramways Worked by the City. 


city owning as many of the railroads as possible. About 
three-fourths of the tramway traffic is now in the hands 
of the London County Council, which is a term com- 
prehending the Council which manages the greater Lon- 
don. It carried on its southern tramways last year 
more than 18,000,000 passengers, and on its northern 
tramways, which were leased from the Northern 
Metropolitan Railroad, about 158,000,000. 

Other tramways are being rapidly acquired, and it is 


safe to prophesy that within a few years all of the 


roads above ground will become the property of the 
County Council. Many of these roads are new worked 
by horses, but in the future they will be run by elec- 
tricity.

It also pays 12% per cent. of the increase of the 
gross receipts over those of the year of 1895. It pays 
other fixed charges, so that the original owners have a 
very fair bargain. At the same time the receipts are 
large. They amounted to almost $400,000 in 1901, and 
showed a profit balance of about $200,000. 

On the Southern London tramways the profit last year 
to the city was in the neighborhood of $150:000, and this 
notwithstanding that the passengers were carried at an 
average fare of less than 2 cents per ride. On the om- 
nibuses 44 per cent. of the passengers were carried at 1- 
cent fares, and 43 per cent. at 2 cents per ride.

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NESTING OF SEA BIRDS. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE BIRD-CITIES 
OF THE PACIFIC COAST. 


By a Special Contributor. 


difficult phases of modern bird study concerns the 
subject. of migration, or the seemingly unexplain- 
able passage of birds to and from widely separated 
points at certain and limited times of the year. There 
are many reasons for this movement. With the shore 


0² of the most interesting as well as the most 


birds, geese, ducks, etc., it is probably born of a desire 


to find a suitable place in which to rear their young, 
while food supply may also bear upon their plans and 
course through the miles of space which they must 
traverse ere they settle down upon the sloping shores of 
the Far North. On the other hand there are myriads 
of small birds, warblers, larks, orioles, tanagers and 
fiycatchers whose movements are over the land rather 
than the sea and by night instead of day. For the mi- 
¢ration of these, coming to us from almost exactly sim- 


rapidly exterminating the helpess birds that in 1881, the 

| lighthouse keepers, seeing that one of their few sources 
of revenue was fast slipping away from them, forbade 
further collecting except by permission of the lighthouse 
board whose headquarters were in San Francisco. A 
few years later the attention of the Biological Survey at 
Washington was called to the decreasing bird life of 
these islands, and, by its influence, the lighthouse keep- 
ers were forbidden to collect, or permit others to do 80, 
any eggs on them. . 

One of the photos shown herewith represents a colony 
of albatrosses on Laysan Island—one of the Hawaiian 
group. Here acre upon acre of brooding birds stretches 
away into the distance. The number in such a colony 
is well nigh inestimable, but, basing the calculation on 
the known number found on one acre, the superintendent 
of the guano workings on this island thinks that there 
are not far from a million birds in this one colony. 
These, of course, are all females, the males being out at 
sea or feeding about other islands. 

The albatross’s nest is merely a hole scraped in the 
soft earth and each bird lays but one egg, though, some- 
times, when, owing to the unevenness of the ground, 
the eggs roll together, one bird will be found incubating 
two eggs or feeding two young. In some parts of this im-

Mar climate and surroundings farther south, there is no 
known reason save the much-abused one of “instinct.” 
But there are a class of birds whose movements are 
rather local than national, so to speak, and which mi- 
grate, either in colonies or individual pairs for the one 


purpose of finding a place secure from the inroads of the 


plume-hunter, where they may rear their slow-growing 
young in comparative safety. These are the sea birds, 
such as the gulls, terns, pelicans, cormorants, man-o’- 
war birds, albatrosses and all the other long-winged 
wanderers found from Unalaska to Patagonia and from 
San Francisco to Peking. The Pacific, being a warm 
ocean, and not so treacherous as most of the other seas, 
has a good share of such birds, though our immediate 
coast line—owing probably to its population and com 
parative smoothness of outline—does not yield many 
species to the casual observer. Formerly there were 
many more gulls, terns and pelicans on our coast than 
now, and ten years ago there were extensive nesting 
colonies of most of these birds on Catalina, Santa Bar- 
bara (where a few gulls still breed,) and San Nicolas 
Islands. 

All the sea birds, or at least all of which I have 
knowledge, lay their eggs on the ground, making little or 
no nest, merely scratching out a hollow in the sand of 
the beach or sand bar whereon they are laid. Most 
species nest in colonies of from five to a thousand or 
more pairs. The gulls and terns (smaller birds known 
as “sca swallows,”) are particularly fond of gathering 
in great numbers along some secluded beach or island, 
and there literally covering the ground with their nests 
and eggs. Such colonies occur on the Atlantic Coast, 
however, much more frequently than on this, for the 
reason that we have more and larger islands, all of 
which are perfect paradises for birds of such a class. 

The Farallone Islands, off the San Francisco coast, 


are thickly inhabited by sea birds of all kinds, which, 
being protected by the lighthouse keeper there increase 


to an astonishing degree. For fifty years prior to the 
passage of a special act by Congréss this was the most 
$mportant “egging” ground from a financial standpoint, 
In the United States. The most numerous bird was, and 
still is, the murre, and its eggs sold in the San Fran- 


cisco markets for from ten to twenty eents per dozen. 
Housewives preferred them to hen's eggs and bought 


them proportionately. In 1854 more than 500,000 such 
eggs were sold in less than twelve months. These at 
an average price of 15 cents per dozen would amount 
to $6250. While for the years 1850-1860 an eminent 
ornithologist estimated that the traffic did not fall far 
short of $300,000. These eggs were, of course, sold only 
in San Francisco and near-by markets, but, as it was, 


one egger succeeded in gathering and selling four mil- | 


lion eggs in one year.

out touching one or more birds. They are absolutely 
fearless and will suffer the intruder to stroke their 
backs, but should he endeavor to remove them from 
their nests, they can and do strike powerful blows with 
beak and wings. The young are fed, like most young 
sea birds, by regargitation; that is, the parent bird 
throws up a half-digested fish from its own stomach for 
the nestling to eat. Their diet is exclusively fish, as is 
that of the frigate birds, pelicans, auks, murres and 
gulls that frequent similar localities. 

All sea birds have wonderful powers of flight, but of 
all species, the albatross has this power most strongly 
developed. They are huge birds, larger than a tame 
goose, but having a very low grade of intelligence. The 
necessity for great bodily strergth and the monotonous 
sameness of their lives has practically eliminated their 
reasoning faculties—granting that they ever possessed 
any, even in the first stages of their existence.

For two or three miles after leaving the main river, 

the water makes through an almost impenetrable thicket 
of brush and trees, tail, slender willows, standing now 
in ten or twelve feet of water, whips and thrash at the 
swift current; other trees bar the channel completely 
and have to be chopped away or beaten down beneath 
the boat’s keel. Passing an old deseried cattle ranch, 
talled Noche Bueno by the Mexican cattlemen, the cut 
winds through two miles or more of dense tule swamps 
and finally empties itself back into the river over a 
series of rapids and falls, reaching, in less than five 
miles, a point on the river some twenty-five or thirty 
miles below its entrance. . 
_ Falls upon the Lower Colorado have hitherto been un- 
known, and these will probably disappear again in the 
course of a year or two, when the high water of the sum- 
mer months has planed down the hard clay ridges over 
which the Water comes at present. From this point to 
the head of tidewater, most of the country, for miles 
back from the river, is subject to periodical overflow, 
and in summer time the mosquitoes render it almost un- 
inhau.itable. The far-famed Cocopah Mountains, the 
only about 
twelve miles or so to the west of this part of the river, 
and are the most prominent feature in the otherwise flat 
lamdscape. 

Few people are aware that some of the greatest tides 
that exist upon the coasts of the North American con- 
tinent ebb and flow in the head of the Gulf of Caiifornia.

under very faverable conditions. The peculiar red color 
of the Colorado water, and the fiat, neutral-tinted and 
uninteresting banks of the estuary render a statisfactory 
photograph very hard to obtain. .

One sees first small, uneasy waves forming in the cur’

Gradually, however, out of the 
chaos a gentle roller is formed in the middle of the river 
and at right angles to the current. This roller quickly 
extends, until in a few minutes it stretches from shore 
to shore, and as the front edge curls over into a comer, 
it as a full-fledged bore rapidly upstream. 

The height of this wall of water is quite frequent 
from three to five feet, and upon meeting with any ob- 
struction, as, for instance, a jutting point on the shore, 
it will dash up into a fierce breaker of ten to twelve 
feet. The first line of breakers is followed by a series 
of smooth rollers, each one bringing ancther foot or two 
in depth of water, so that in a very few minutes the 
water will have raised from six to ten feet, and the 
whole width of the river is filled with a swiftly-rushing 
torrent racing upstream.

These countless bores have swept and polished the hard 
clay banks of the estuary quite smooth, and some of 
them have at times destroyed boats and vessels.

Towing up this lower river is not simply a matter of 
walking along the bank and pulling on a tow rope, be- 
cause, as the banks are mostly covered by a dense mass 
of vogetation, and the channel is tortuous and uncer- 
tain, most of the towing has to be done along the edges 
of bars and shoals, frequently through water from knee 
to waist deep, and generally through a swift current. 
This method of winding up a winter outing, although it 
is hard work, is somewhat like working a boat to wind- 
ward up a strong breeze, in that it gives one the satis- 
faction of bucking su lly against the elements, and 
might in itself be prescribed, in these days of pbysical 
culture and the search after health panaceas, as a sure 
cure for many of the ills that flesh is heir to.

Five Hundred Busy Acres. 


‘This meat trade of the country centers, not only in 
Chicago, but in a restricted area in that city in the old 
town of Lake. In that area where last year 40 per cent. 
of the cattle and a third of the hogs in the country were 
marketed, there has been a stock yard for thirty-seven 
years. In those years $400,000,000 stock that has been 
marketed there has aggregated the stupendous sum of 
more than $6,000,000,000, and that is merely the raw ma- 
terial that has come there to be manufactured into meat. 
The value of the manufactured product is incalcu'able. 

The Stock Yards Company’s original stock of $1,000,000 
was quickly subscribed. The yards, as opened in Decem- 
ber, 1865, occupied 300 acres of marsh land on Halsted 
street—the present site. At first the cattle came in rude 
cars, crawling over rough rails from the West to be un- 
loaded, fed, watered, rested and sold at the yards, thence 
to be dispatched East or slaukhtered for local consump- 
tion. The value of the cattle handled increased in eight 
years from $40,000,000 to three times that sum. Last 
year 15,000,000 animals, with a total value of $283,000,000, 
were handled in the yards. 

Today the cattle, sheep and hogs travel Chicagoward at 
express schedule, in “palace stock cars,” and it is no re- 
markable achievement for a man to land a herd of 2000 
animals in the yards in a single day, so that they may 
be disposed of at once at “the top of the market.” The 
old way of sending in cattle and taking the best price 
obtainable, has passed. Today the farmer watches the 
price of beef, and when it goes up rushes his cattle at 
limited train speed to the yards and sells out before the 
drop. comes. 

For the handling of these cattle the original 300 acres 
has increased to 500, 450 of which is paved, most of it 
with brick. In these clean, brick-paved pens (which 
number 13,000,) there are twenty-five miles of water 
trough. There are 250 miles of railroad track in the 
yards, 4 miles of unloading platform with chutes, 25, 
miles of street, 90 miles of water, and 50 of sewer pipe, 
10,000 hydrants, and a waterworks having 6 artesian 
wells running down 2250 feet into the earth, and supply- 
ing 6,000,000 gallons of water a day. | 


Four Steers Killed Every Minute. 


The day has gone when the leading packers are will- 
ing to give out figures which will show the extent of the 
enofmous business which they are carrying on. The 
statistics which follow, however, are from a recent au- 
thority, and represent the second largest of the estab- 
lishments making up the so-called “Big Six.” The build- 
ings occupied by the firm, and which are in the heart 
of “Packingtown,” cover 65 acres of ground. They range 
from one-story sheds to eight-story smoke-houses and 
warehouses, and aggregate 150 acres of floor space. This 
company employs 18,433 men, to whom is paid a weekly 
wage of more than $200,000. . 

In one year this firm handled in Chicago 1,437,844 
cattle, 2,658,951 sheep, and 3,928,659 hogs. Much of the 
product of these was consumed in Chicago, being carried 
out from Packingtown in the endless string of wagons 
which runs from the warehouses to the city by day and 
night. One hundred and seven thousand six hundred and 
eighty-four carloads of dressed beef and other meat 
products were shipped from the city, much of it for east- 
ern consumption and export. Nearly 300 carloads a day 
‘were shipped by this one firm of the Chicago packing- 
houses. The largest single day's killing by this firm was 
55,140 animals—10,973 cattle, 16,911 sheep, and 27,256 
hogs. In the enormous cold storage house which adjoins 
the abattoirs is room for the carcasses of 15,116 cattle, 
18,600 sheep, and 47,460 hogs. 

The complete slaughter and dressing of a steer in this 
house—from the time it is knocked in the head in the 
pem till it has been beheaded, hung up by the heels, 
skinned, gutted, split, washed, and passed on to the 
cooler takes thirty-nine minutes. Cattle are slaughtered 
in the ordinary course of business at the rate of 240 an 
hour, or four every minute. Hogs are killed and dressed 
more quickly than cattle. From the time that the porker 
is shackled by the hind legs and hoisted onto the trol- 
ley till he has run by the sticker, been cleaned, dipped 
in scalding water, split and trimmed till he is in a tem- 
perature of 38 deg. and slowly hardening, is only thirty- 
two and a half minutes. From 600 to 700 hogs are 
slaughtered every hour at Swift's. Sheep take two min- 
utes longer than hogs for killing and dressing, and 620 
are handled tn sixty minutes. 

As the business of pork and beef packing has increased 
the tendency has been to narrow the work of each man 
down to some single act.

These figures are said by independent packers to be ex- 
tremely conservative. The following uses of the several 
parts enumerated are given by the packers: 

From the hides, leather of many kinds; from the tal- 
low, soap, glycerine, butterine, lubricator, and candles; 
from the blood, albumen, fertilizer and stock foods; from 
the tankage—which includes all manher of refuse“ — 
fertilizer and stock foods; from the hoofs, buttons, hair 
pins, fertilizers, ciniate of potash for extracting metal 
from low-grade ores, glue and other fancy bone goods; 
from the oleo, oil, butterine and compound lard; from 
the intestines, sausage casings, gutskin for gold beating 
purposes; from the weasands, sausage casings, brewer's 
hose, and snuff packages; from the bladder, casing and 
packages for putty, lard and snuff; from the tail, hair 
mattresses and upholstering; from the bones, buttons 
glue, handles, and fancy goods; from the neatsfoot, oil 
polish, leather dressing, lubricant and illuminant; from 
the bone meal, stock food, fertilizer, material for tem- 
pering steel, anhydrous ammonia and glue. The tongue, 
cheek, brain, lips, heart, liver, tail, sweetbreads and 
tripe are all sold for meat. There is nothing wasted bus 
the water that boils out in the various cooking processea, 
and even that serves its purposes in the operation. 

From the hog an equally large proportion of useful 
substances is obtained, and the sheep, too, gives more 
than seventy of his hundred pounds weight back in ser- 

I have listed here the dealing of only one of the Pack- 
ing town firms, and that not the largest. The aggregate 
packing-houses adjacent to the stock yards shipped 
away from Chicago last year more than 1,000,000 pounds

America, but the world. Shut them for a single day, 
close and bolt the doors of the great refrigerators, stop 
the procession of blooded and handsome wagons that 
march toward the retail shops, and hold back for twenty-' 
four hours the fast meat expresses that run on the 
swiftest passenger schedule between Chicago and the 
East, and from seaboard to seaboard a roar of indigna- 
tion would go up.

UNEXPLAINED SUBTERRANEAN HEAT 
UNDER A LARGE AREA.

RY as we may-to comprehend, in its entirety, the 
awful tragedy of Pelée and La Soufriére—to grasp 
it as something modern and real—yet, as we read, 
we are aware that it scems as remote from us as the 
stories of Pompeii and Herculaneum, and more than 
half fiction. It is too appalling a tragedy—too stupendous 
a death roll, for the comprehension of any but those 
who have since stood in the silence where once there 
was sound, and have seen the fearful dead that bestrew 
the places where once the living walked. Under the 
shadow of its black prophecy these people worked or 
played, loved and married, bore children and buried 
them—living out their days unheedful of the thing that 
was, some day, to come. None who live within a vol- 
eano’s possible reach but know its danger; yet who will 
ever believe that he himself is to be in the pathway of 
its wrath? 
And how thin the old Earth’s crust is, over her 
mighty fires! And the warnings she sends before her 
outbreaks—how little man ever heeds them! —believing 
im danger only when that danger has come. 
Thinking of the instability of the earth where her fur- 
maces are flercest, I am reminded of a locality where, 
with no surface indication of heat whatever, we found 


the subterranean temperature to be something tre- 
mendous. 

It was a strange thing that we came upon. Let me 
tell it to you. | | 


Prospecting for Suiphur. 


— 


It was in January, 1900, that I formed a partnership 
with my former associate in gold mining, to prospect 
for sulphur deposits in Northern Nevada. There are 
vast beds of pure sulphur (the largest in the United 
States, unless those of Louisiana that lie under the sea 

are included.) lying west of north of the Central Pacific 

Railroad, and forty miles away. They are the great 

Hunvioldt sulphur mines, so well known. Following 

that trend all the way to the Oregon line are seattered 

4 indications of sulphur throughout that weird and barren 

) land that the great lava flow of the North has spread 
itself over. 

For our initial work, we selected a district situated a 
mile westward from the railroad station of Humboldt. 
Ever since the late sixtics I had had knowledge of a 
mall prospect hole at that especial place; and, as it 
was within a hundred and fifty yards of the railroad 
track (thus solving the problem of cheap transportation, 
which in that land of long distances is the most serious 
drawback to the development of mines of small values,) 
we determined to begin our operations there. 

Just prior to the laying of the Central Pacific’s rails 
through the great gray valley of the Humboldt—the one- 

time “River of Death”—these beds were located by James 
Spence; and from their single prospect hole (an incline 
of not more than a thirty-foot depth,) he took some 
Ateen or twenty tons of sulphur. Two “mountain 
schoor ers’’—Nevada's desert came! of the early days 
driven by himself and Henry Childers, had carried the 

' @rude ore into Virginia City, where it became the prop- 
erty of Hy Barnes, and—an unprofitable speculation. 
Barnes could not dispose of it, and month after month 
aw it lying there—a flaring yellow pyramid—on the 
side of Mount Davidson, in Virginia's palmy days. 
Later—for that must have been in 1864 or ’°’5—when 
the Central Pacific Company was building its snow 
sheds over the Sierra Nevada Mountains, and bolt holes 
were being drilled’ into the rock walls, against which 
the sheds cling like éwallows’ nests against a cliff, sul- 

phur was needed for securing the bolts in place. Into 
these holes smoking-hot sulphur was poured as the iron 
rods were driven home, to hold them firmly; it having 
that unusual quality of non-shrinkage in cooling pecu- 
Nar to itself. The sulphur used in the work—two tons— 
was taken from the surface of the ground on the old 
Spence claim. No other work had ever been done there. 
So much was history. 
interested in mining, that it had, been simply a “blow 
out” from some untraceable deposit, and not worth the 
prospecting. 


Famous Place for Reptiles. 


Although I knew of it earlier, I was too young to take 
any special note of it until about the year 1873. At that 
time it attracted my attention by reason of the very 
great number of freshly-shed snake skins that lay 
about in the crevices of the gypsum and lava, the sul- 
phur and ash. Dozens of them! hundreds of them! And 
(paying heed to the fact,) I observed thereafter that 
each spring they were replaced by others, while the old 
ones were blown away by the whirlwinds. Evidently it 
was a famous place for reptiles; yet it was a puzzle to 
me, always, that in such a quarry of snake skins, I 
ghould never chance to see the snakes themselves. 
Back in those years, when I first knew sagebrushland 
as home, I was an omniverous—if not always a dis- 


It was generally thought by those 


criminating—reader; and on summer days when the 


desert sun shone hot, and a particularly fascinating 
book fell into my bands, I at once sought some spot 
that offered both quiet, and cool shade. What better 
place than just within the deserted intline of the old 
sulphur mine? There, surrounded by the white and yel- 
low of gypsum and sutphur walls festooned with the 
silvery-white skins, I had a retreat all my own, and 
quite as charmful to me as any rose-hung bower could 
have been to another girl—a girl not of the gray wastes 
and the desert’s solitudes. There, with eyes and heart 
deep buried in my books, I spent many and many a 
delightful hour; retreating farther and farther down the 
meline, as the afternoon sun found and followed me in 
there: For—burn as it might outside—it was always a 


delightfully cool place within the incline. There were 1. we quickly buried them again, 


times when, with an old broken, shovel I found there, 
that I dug into the bottom of the deserted prospect hole 
for specimens of sulphur crystals—those delicate clus- 
ters of glittering yellow jewels that belong to fairyland— 
yet dig deep as I would into the soft ash and gypsum, 
I never observed the slightest indication of heat what- 
soever. 


A Grewsome Find. 


Then—by and by—I left the desert for a home at tide 
water; and straightway I forgot all about the sulphur 
beds, until years afterward, when I was reminded of 
them by hearing of a skeleton that had been found there. 

In 1888 or 89, Samuel H. Kitto (now agent for the 
Southern Pacific Company at Winnemucca, Nevada,) 
found the bleached bones of an unknown man lying at 
the foot of a hollow cone that is commonly known as 
“The Crater,” half a mile from the old prospect hole. 


There was nothing found whereby he might have been | 


identified; there was no paper, no article of clothing— 
nothing, absolutely nothing except a rusty razor lying 
(open) by his side. The Coroner came, of course, as the 
law provided. There was the usual farce of an inquest. 
And then the sun-and-storm-whitened bones were carried 
to the station and buried in the little graveyard where 
the dead are mostly nameless—tramps killed by the 
passing trains, or (as this one) some fleshless skeleton 
found far away from wagon road or railroad track. 
Their stories are unknown, and their graves unmarked. 
It was at “The Crater’—after doing some preliminary 
location work at the point of where Spence had once 
worked the claim—that we decided to sink our first 
shaft. This cone is one of a number of such vent holes 
that can be traced thereabouts—vent holes for furnaces 
that were put out centuries ago. Fires have burned 
and died; great mountain ranges have been lifted high 
on either side of the valley down in which now the vents 


are all but covered by the valley's soil. Only this one lifts 


itself distinctive—rising sharply a few feet from the 
level, of the plain, to be seen several miles away. The 
valley here is quite flat—broad, long, and a dead level. 
There are great alkali flats, absolutely bare, and miles 
wide; but here where the sulphur beds are, greasewood 
short, scrubby and dead-looking—grows sparcely. 
Now and then the ground is sprinkled with gravel and 
flakes of quartz washed down from the mountains. 


Grotesque Formations, 


All the way from the railroad track (which here runs 
northeast and southwest) to the river, two or three 
miles away, one may find indications of sulphur. And 
when one comes to the river itself, one finds other cones 
(hough quite unlike these,) that are fantastically topped. 
with a lime crust that has resisted the erosion which 
has eaten the lower strata away. This same hard crust 
overlies the whole valley here for miles and miles, barely 
hidden under a thin veneer of soil. But down by the 
cones by the river's edge (the river of today, whose 
course is through the center of the mile-wide changel of 
the great river of the dead years,) one may easily trace 
the strata downward far below the crust’s line. First, 
the mushroom-shaped lime topping, whose jagged edges 
in many places have taken unto themselves semblance 
of grotesque unkenned creatures—dragons and gnomes, 
and strange, open-jawed monsters that seem born of 
some nightmare. Next, a broad band of almost pure 
salt—two to three feet in depth; then gypsum and vol- 
canle ash plentifully streaked with sulphur, down to the 
level of the ancient river bed. They are queer things, 
these cones that have been fashioned by ‘creeks cut by 
short-lived floods that have come down from the cloud- 
bursts on the high lands; and yearly erosion is eating 
them more surely away. | 

But none of these, in spite of the evidences of sulphur, 
are kindred with “The Crater.” There, where we made 
our locations (which through their brimstone suzgestive- 
ness seemed to name themselves Aetna, Vesuvius, Po- 
pocatapetl, Yztaccibuatl, Manna Loa and Kilauea,) are 
lava and pumice in plenty; and in walking over the 
ground—especially if it be on a little rise—one hears the 
echo of his footsteps as though sent back from a great 
vault bencath—a hollow echo that tells of vast caverns 
underground. - 

I know too little of scientific lore to dare say what 
the conditions we found there may indicate; I can only 
tell what we discovered during our weeks of prospecting, 
and will leave to others the task of translating the signs 
that puzzle us still. 

We began sinking the shaft in “The Crater” on the 
twenty-ninth of January. The only ones working on 
the claims then were my partner and one of his sons: 
Later, the younger man's place was taken by an Indian 
—a young Piute. 


Another Skeleton Found. 


Though it is no part of this story, yet right here let 
me tell what we found during tife morning of that day’s 
work. There, in The Crater,” but two or three feet 
down, we came on the skeleton of a mar that had been 
thrust (not buried in decent wise, but jammed,) into a 
shallow hole that the wind drifts of each year had 
covered still deeper with the powdered pumice, and 
gypsum, and ash they tossed down from the brim of the 
wee “crater.” 

The side of the skull was crushed in, and the bod 
bent nearly double, as though hurriedly crowded into 
a hole too small for honest burial. The story? Who 
knows? Did that other—the one found years before but 
a few yards from this spot—did he—but who can say? 
It is but another mystery of that great, gray land of 
mysteries, 

The skeleton, when unearthed, fell apart and lay on 
the crater's edge, where it was cast up by the shovels, 
a heap of fragile brown bones that seemed more like 
strips and bits of wet pasteboard than anything else. 
The water-soaked ash (for there had been an unusually 
warm period for January, and the snow of the valleys 
was entirely melted, saturating the ground,) had com- 
municated to the bones a peculiar flexibility; for they 
bent between our fingers like whalebone. It was an un- 
canny thing to find at the very outset of our work; and 
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Unexplained Heat. 
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An Abundance of Sulphur. 
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Snakes Disturbed by Blasts, 
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farm consists of 840 acres, and from 300 to 500 acres of 
tobacco are cultivated each year. In order not to ex- 
haust the strength of the soil, the tobacco is rotated with 
wheat, clover and blue grass. Tobacco is planted one 
year, wheat the next, and clover and blue grass the third 
season. The blue grass restores the sod and furnishes 
fine grazing. In addition to this system of rotating the 
crops, a large amount of chemical fertilizer is used. It is 
necessary to enrich the land constantly, for the reason 
that tobacco exhausts the soll at the ratio of fourteen 
tons of wheat to one of tobacco. Inasmuch as it gives 
back strength to the soil in proportion as it detracts 
from it, the stems and stalks are very valuable as fer- 
tilizers. Mr. Combs paid the manufacturers $5000 last 
year for the stems from his own crop. When burned, 
the tobacco plant furnishes ashes to the amount of one- 
fourth of its bulk, being a much greater proportion than 
that of any other vegetable product. 


Plenty of Work. 


The person not familiar with the intricacies of tobacco 
culture will be surprised to know what a laborious un- 
dertaking it really is. For instance, last September Mr. 
Combs was directing the work upon the crop of three 
seasons. He was prizing and shipping the crop of 1900, 
housing that of 1901 and burning beds for 1902. There 
is absolutely no rest for the raiser of tobacco, the dif- 
ferent steps in its cultivation following so closely upon 
one another as to give rise to the paradoxical statement 
that he is kept busy thirteen months out of the year. 
Tobacco is a very delicate crop. No haphazard methods 
will succeed in its cultivation. Every advantage of soil 
and season must be improved or failure inevitably fol- 
lows. This is especially true at the present time, when 
its production has developed into a science in securing 
the colors and texture of leaf demanded by the fashion. 
Could the Indian, who founded the industry on the banks 
of the James River, look upon the luxuriant plants of the 
present day, he would scarcely recognize them as the 
same varieties he had previously planted. 


How the Laborers are Cared For. 


A great many innovations have been introduced on 
this big Kentucky farm, and everything is conducted on 
a wholesale basis. The employés who take care of the 
immense crop, are all housed and fed on the place. There 
is a well-appointed commissary, and ten large eating- 
houses where the 300 laborers are given their meals. 
Comfortable sleeping quarters are also provided them. 
There are nine immense barns, similar to the one shown 
in the accompanying illustration, where the crop is put 
away after being taken from the field. Each of these 
giant barns will hold 65,000 pounds of tobacco. There 
are dozens of other buildings such as implement houses, 
seed houses, fertilizer sheds, stables, etc., etc. 


Getting the Seeds Started. 


Tobacco beds are ordinarily burned in the spring, but 
on the Combs farm this part of the work is done in the 
fall, when there is certainty of having the ground dry. 
The seed is sown the first dry days of late winter or 
early spring. Great care is exercised in sowing the beds 
not to get them too thick so the plants will be strong 
and hardy. Canvas is then stretched over the beds to 
protect them from frost and insects. Nearly all tobacco 
growers cover their beds in this manner, but there is no 
other farm in the world that has so many of them. They 
extend for nearly a mile across one of the largest fields, 
and it requires nearly 70,000 feet of canvas, three feet 
wide, to cover them. 

If the weather is favorable, the plants are up in a few 
days. After they attain a length of four or five inches 
the work of setting them begins. It may be well to say 
in this connection that the grower who kuows his busi- 
ness does not select a plant for its length, but rather for 
the quality of its root and stalk. When the plants are 
ready, the work of sorting begins irrespective of the 
weather. They are put out by hand if the ground is wet, 
and by machinery if it is dry. The introduction of ma- 
chinery that has made it possible to moisten the ground 
and start the plants out early, has given the modern 
planters a great advantage over those of the old school, 
who had to wait for a shower, no matter how late into 
the season it might throw them, thus increasing the 
chances of the crop being frost-bitten, even if it sur- 
vived the other disadvantages of a late start. Another 
advantage in favor of the machine-set plants is that they 
are put out at half the cost of those planted by the old 
method. Before the plants are set out, however, the field 
has been put in the best of condition. It has been broken 
and harrowed over and over again with as much care as 
if it were a flower bed. 


Enemies to Be Fought. 


Weeds, worms and 
flies are the natural enemies of tobacco and the farmer 
who would pull his crop through in good condition has 


| to wage a constant battle against all of these, In order 


A good start is very necessary, but after the start is 


it is prevented from doing so by being killed itself. The 
fields are gone over daily and each plant carefully ex- 
amined. The worms are of the same color as the plant 
and cling to the under side of the leaves, so that a dili- 
gent, careful search must be made to locate and remove 
them Carelessness in worming was an unpardonable 
offense in the days of slavery, and was frequently pun- 
ished with great severity. An occasional penalty on 
some plantations was to compel the careless slave to 
bite in two the disgusting worm discovered in his or her 
row by the lynx-eyed overseer. Turkeys will destroy the 
worms in great quantities if allowed to enter the tobacco is 
field in the early morning, but the most industrious en- 
emy of this menace to tobacco is probably the common 
skunk. This unsavory animal considers the hideous 
worm a delicacy, and spends the night in the field pull- 
ing them off the plants and digging them out of the 
ground. The evidences of his energy in searching for his 
prey may be seen every morning in the form of broken 
plants, piles of dirt, and remnants of his feast. It may 
be said in this connection that while the skunk renders 
the planter a service by killing so many worms, he 
nevertheless does considerable damage to the plants in 
gratifying his unenviable appetite. 

Still another means of killing the worms is to spray 
the growing plants with a solution of Paris green. This 
must be done very carefully, as an overdose will kill 
the plant along with the worms. Some authorities con- 
tend that the use of this poison in any quantity whatever 
is dangerous to consumers of the manufactured product; 
and there is talk of framing a law prohibiting its use 
It is certainly dangerous unless handled with extreme 
care. The person who applies the poisoned solution to 
the plants must wear a sponge over his mouth and gog- 
gles over his eyes, or he will become deathly sick from 
inhaling its fumes. 


Topping and Priming. 


After the plants are fairly started in their growth, they 
are topped and primed after the good old fashion. After 
this the “suckers,” or little leaves, must be pulled as fast 
as they appear in order to retain all the sap and strength 
for the leaves already formed; and this must be done 
again and again throughout the entire season. When 
the crop is sufficiently ripened to be cut, a large force 
must be employed to get it into the barns as quickly as 
possible. The manner of doing this on the Combs place 
is to cut a portion one afternoon and put it up the next 
morning, in order to preclude the possiiblity of its being 
sunburned by being out in the middle of the day. It 
generally takes the Combs crop about a month to cure, 
so that by the time the entire product of the farm is 
housed that which is put up first is regdy to strip. Thus 
the large force is kept busy all the time. After it is 
stripped, it is assorted into the different grades and put 
through different processes until it is finally packed into 
hogsheads, hauled to the railroad, and shipped to market. 
It takes about 350 hogsheads to hold one year’s crop 
from this big Kentucky farm. They have one big wagon 
upon which can be loaded five hogsheads of tobacco, 
weighing 1600 pounds each. Six mules, ridden by 
darkeys, pull this immense load along the pike to Lex- 
ington, where it never fails to attract attention. Thig 
wagon was built at a cost of $400, to haul the Henry 
Clay monument, weighing 38,000 pounds, from the cars 
to the cemetery in Lexington, so that its strength was 
amply tested before it was put to its present use. 

The product of the Combs farm is the variety known 
as White Burley. It all goes to the Cincinnati market 
The light grades are. used for fine cut, smoking tobacco 
and cigarettes; while the darker grades are worked up 
into plug tobacco and twists. 

The history of tobacco bulture dates from the earliest 
discovery of America, and the knowledge of its use was 
given to the rest of the world by this country. When 
the first white settlers came, they found the natives cul- 
tivating a few small plants around their wigwams. The 
Indian has gradually faded from view, but his product 
has increased in importance until it now holds the world 
enslaved to the habit of its use, and ranks among the 
very first factors in the commerce of nations. America 
not only grows many of the finest varieties known to 
commerce, but furnishes the European market with the 
bulk of its supply.

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Origin of Memorial Day.

The approach of Memorial Day has brought out the 
following new story regarding the incident that led to its 
first observance.

“Ona beautiful May day, thirty-five years ago, there 
gathered benéath the overhanging boughs of a fruit-bear- 
ing tree beside an open grave ina little churchyard among 
the mountains of New York, the friends and kinsmen 
of one who, though a mere boy, had faced the brunt of 
battle, his body pierced by the enemy's bullets and had 
won for himself the golden crown of martyrdom in the 
military service of his country. There were also gath- 
ered there a few of his comrades in arms, bronzed veter- 
ans, survivors of the red flames of carnage that swept 
Piekett's division from the field of Gettysburg, who had 
come to drop a tear at a comrade’s grave and voice a 
tribute to his memory.

~ When the Baron decides upon a drive he calls in, about 
a week beforehand, the different chiefs, who will control 
the men that day. Each chief is shown a peculiar flag, 
whose motions and positions he is to follow on the day 
of the drive. For a week he is trained in this signal 
language. One signal means Stand up,” another, 
„Close the lines,“ and so on. A location suited by its 
natural features is chosen for the drive. It is a vast 
plain, with a tree in the center. In this tree a platform 
is built, visible all over the plain, and from this plat- 
form the Baron and Baroness manipulate the flags which 
K kraal is constructed of logs, and 
an opening left, with arrangements by which it can be 
quickly closed after the animals are in, 

At 4 o'clock on the morning of the drive the chiefs 
take the station assigned them. Each has from 200 to 
700 men under him, making 10,000 natives in all, repre- 
senting perhaps ten or fifteen different tribes, none of 
which understands the language of the others. It is the 
dry season, when the herbivorous animals, which in the 
wet season scatter through the mountains, are forced 
to the plains for food. 

These small, scattered herds are gradually driven in 
toward the kraal by the advancing lines of natives. As 
they slowly gather to the center of the fleld, thousands 
of zebras, giraffes, gnus—a species of buffalo—Thom- 
sonian gazelles, water boks and reed boks—which look 
like young calyes—antelopes, elands and ostriches, will 
be seen collected in a vast herd. 

Then occurs a phenomenon which few white persons 
have ever seen. Tle animals begin to realize that they 
are being trapped. A leader starts out, and they all 
follow him. He begins to run to make his escape. Ev- 
erywhere, as he seeks to break the line, men spring up, 
shouting and brandishing sticks. The line of animals 
is forced to run in a circle. At length the leader ap- 
proaches the mouth of the kraal. To permit this great 
mixed herd to rush in would destroy the kraal and defeat 
the purpose of the drive. A great body of men stationed 


The leader of the herd turns 
back, and the long line follows him.

A GLIMPSE AT LIFE IN THE LAND 
OF THE SULTAN.

3 T THE hour of sunset we stepped from the train 


in Eskishehir and paused on the plat- 

form to listen to dhe call of the muezzin, whose 
words rolled forth in full rich tones and then in quaver- 
ing notes, as he leaned over the lofty balcony of the 
nearest minaret. 

Quickly our thoughts traveled backward to the days 
of Osman, the founder of the Turkish dynasty; for here 
We were in the center of what was Osman’'s first little 
kingdom and what was destined to become the nucleus 
of the Ottoman empire. In the little village yonder Os- 
man visited a pious sheikh and long courted the daugh- 
ter Malkhatoon. And to the northward a few hours by 
wagon—we had passed not far from it on the raliroad— 
was the place where the future conqueror had his 
famous dream, so often told today by the proud Os- 
manh's, as the Turks of the Ottoman empire call them- 
selves. It was the dream that won him his bride and 
foretold a dominion extending froth Caucasus to Atlas, 
from Taurus to Haemus. ‘ 

This was a good starting point for the brainy, intrepid 
expansionist, I thought, as I looked away over the fer- 
tile plain extending to the southward and then back 
upon the hills to the morth. For Homer tells us that 
this plain and the hills, once covered with greater for- 


. ests than they can boast today, sent hardy Phrygians 


and strong, beautiful horses to the Trojan war. It was 
to the grain fields of the plain,to the springs and rich 
pasturage of the hills, and to the gold-dust-bearing riv- 
ulets flowing into the Sangarius that Midas turned for 
the sources of his wealth.

ing Americanization of the world, so it is interesting to 
inquire by what gifts of character a rough Irish lad, 
born in the hapless old country on Septenber 11, 1838, 
has attained this place of enviable emincnce by 1°°° 


In the Days of His Youth. 


The story of his life is written on hrs face and frame, 


but it will read like a fable to a later age. In few men 
is the portrayal of character through the person s0 
obvious and instantaneous. He is massively healthful 
and strong; his mental and moral qualities are engrafted 
upon a large and sound-limbed body. From his home 
country he passed to a clerical college at Meximieux, in 
France (the association with which nation was to tell 
for so much in his after career,) and there he passed the 
years of development and change under rigid rule, but 
amid health-giving conditions. 


The Influence of War. 


The American Civil War took him from ordinary activ- 
ities of sacerdotal life, and threw him into the midst of 
conditions and opportunities which have been reflected 
broadly and yet exactly throughout subsequent 
career. The military chaplain was so sincerely and in- 
tensely in sympathy with his work as to become soldier- 
like. His Americanization to the core, through every 
fiber of his being, was made complete. The spirit of that 
epic struggle for a great human principle over a stub- 
born national fact molded the young Irish priest into 
the most aboriginal American of them al’ | 


His Unquenchable Optimism. 


John Ireland has now, at 64, when he looks 50, an un- 
quelled soul. Only big things are his concern. He counts 
gains, not costs; successes, and not losses. He is always 
sure of victory in the main, and he always attains it. 
He is an optimist. He rushes now with his services as a 
public man and Catholic pontiff into advanced situa- 
tions, just as he flew with his priestly ministrations to 
the front of the engagements in which the Grand Army 
of the Republic was involved. Hence, and from his mul- 
tiplied activities gnd oblivion of every yesterday, pro- 
ceeded ‘the discomfiture which his foes see in the issue 
of the “Americanism” centroversy, a theological episode 
of 1898 and 1899, and in the same conditions occurred 
another of the often quoted acts of his life as a prelate, 
when he made a political electioneering incursion into 
New York, the diocese of another archbishop of different 
mold and views.

That “Americanism.” 


For the rest the archbishop is original and sang in 
everything. The advaned wing of the American church, 
of which he is the leader, became compromised in a 
theologial controversy of some acrimony during 1898. 
Archbishop Ireland came to Rome in order to minimize 
the exploiting of the situation by hostile schools of 
thought. This being so, “Americanism,” the subject of 
the controversy, was the last thing which anyone would 
have thought of mentioning in his presence. He demon- 
strated the exact reverse by going at once to the car- 
dinal, whom he regarded as his chief adversary. This 
was the late Cardinal Mazzella, who told the story 
“come roba dell’ altro mondo,” as an episode from an- 
other world, how the archbishop had called and opened 
conversation by asking, with his grand smile and hearty 
manner, barely streaked by suspicion, Now, Your Emi- 
nence, what is this ‘Americanism’ of which everyone is 
speaking here?” The question stunned the cardinal out 
of, and immediately back into, consciousness, so he was 
able to make answer with another inquiry, equally 
tactical: “Who knows? Does Your Grace know?” 

Rome condemned “Amerianism” in things spiritual, 
and everyone “got in out of the rain,” Archbishop Ire- 
land the first and most gracefully of all, by publishing a 
letter of adhesion to the Pontifical utterance. But a 
cover like that of the sarcophagus which Dante saw as 
the tomb of Pope Anastasius would not keep down the 
body of the living John Ireland. The condemnation of 
“Amerianism” occurred in the late winter of 1899, and, 
after his letter of submission, the archbishop leſt Rom 


Protesting to the Pope. 


He was back in 1900, in the summer; back in Rome, 
and high in the good will of the Vatican. But a war- 
horse will neigh with the frenzy of battle in the pomp of 
a triumph, for I found Monsignor Ireland one morning 
more desultorily bellicose during conversation than 
usual. It was the Feast of St. Joachim, the name day of 
Leo XIII, when the cardinals, archbishops, and digni- 
taries of the court were to be admitted at noon to the 
papal presence for an audience of congratulation and 
well-wishing. “Yes, I am going.” “The Pope may say 
something interesting.“ I remarked. “I am going to say 
something,” rejoined Archbishop Ireland, with the most 
defiant air I had ever observed him to use. What hap- 
pened on that day after I had helped him on with his 
violet silk “ferraiola” was this dramatic scene. The 
Pope turned to the part of the library where the arch- 
bishop stood, and addressed a pleasant welcome to his 
faithful brother and son of St. Paul, and asked him what 
the Catholics of America thought of the situation of the 
Holy See in Rome. The archbishop replied, in a length- 
ened and very spirited discourse, that the Catholics of 
America regarded Leo XIII as the pale prisoner of his 
own conscience and of the trust of God, as a martyr of 
the high and irrefragable truth, and deplored and pro- 
tested in accord with the Catholic millions everywhere 


«ETNA STILL SLUMBERS. 

The height of Mount Etna, the famous volcano of Sic- 
ily, has long been fixed at 10,866 feet. Its height has re- 
cently been more accurately measured by trigonometrical 
processes and the exact elevation is found to be 10,775 
feet. The difference is not important, but the more ex- 
act determination will, of course, be given on the maps 
hereafter published. The main crater has a width of 
1728 feet and a depth of 826 feet. Mount Etna has periods 
of almost complete quiescence. Six years had elapsed 
after the eruption of 1892, when in the autumn of 1898 
blue flames began to emerge from the mouth of the larg- 
est crater and a great deal of vapor was emitted from the 
lesser orifices. It was then anounced that Etna seemed 
to be preparing for an effusion of lava, probably on the 
south or southwest slopes. The expected eruption, how- 
ever, did not begin till the morning of July 19, 1899, 
when great volumes of smoke and lava- began to issue 
from the main crater, but after several days the activity 
gradually subsided, and Etna soon resumed its peaceful

Nowadays, the editorial 
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‘On ginny days the squaws gathered the fruit, or drupes, 


more like a scrubby shrub. Probably this naturalized 
plant has changed considerably with its transportation 
to another climate; for in South America the blossoms 
are said to be a more decided yellow, and the follage 
more dense. 

The Manzanita. 

But what shrub can compare with our own manza- 
nita! Its pretty Spanish name was given it by the 
early settlers, and about it still tlings the memory of 
California's early ideal days, when the good sefior 
packed his sturdy donkeys with its hard wood to burn 
among the lighter chaparral. Its Greek generic name, 
translated into English, becomes “bear berry,” and 
designates the wild animal that claims its fruit his 
favorite relish. 2 

To find this shrub lu its prime you must plunge into 
the wilderness, where only your own voice echoes an 
answer to you in the mountains or foothills. Here in 
Southern California most of our creek beds afe dry 
washes, overhung with sycamore and wild roscs; so you 
can easily follow the trend of the canon and come upon 
the hardier mountain growths, to which the manzanita 
belongs, Just as you turn the bend in the cafion, and 
where the wild nature begins, the shrub, varying from 
three to twenty-five feet in height, shows its crown of 
dense, pale foliage. You can travel through & large 
stretch and find no straight stalk among its branches, 
which are twisted into the most fantastic shapes by 
nature. This twisting causes the leaves to assume a 
vertical position, a habit which enables most plants in 
dry regions to avoid unnecessary evaporation. The 
bark of the branches has such a rich purple-brown 
shade one almost fancies some hand has given it a coat 
of fine varnish. 

As early as Christmas the shrub can be found put- 
ting forth clusters of small, white, waxen bells. Some- 
times these are delicately tinted with pink, usually just 
before the petals begin to fall. After the blossoms 
have faded, the shrub seems to gain a new strength, 
and presents an entirely different aspect. The new 
shoots put forth are brilliant scarlet and crimson, con- 
trasting prettily with the green foliage. : 

About the fall of the year, the clusters of berries 
ripen, turning from a green to yellow, and when ma- 
tured to a rich, deep red. The fruit contains several 
nutlets, and usually measures three-fourths of an inch 
in diameter; but the species found in Monterey has ber- 
‘ries much larger. The berries are put to a number of 
uses and have a very pleasant taste when raw, even if 

they are somewhat mellow in texture. 

If the bears of earlier days made many a meal of this 
fruit, so, too, did the Indian. The aborigines pounded 
them into a flour and made a sort of mush out of this; 
but his favorite use of the fruit was to extract the juice 
and let it ferment. The result was a sort of brandy, 
which could put him Into as blissful a state as the white 
man’s “fire water.” Too much of it might even send 
him to the happy hunting grounds. Sugar also has 
been made from the berries, and the jelly has quite an 


appetizing taste. | 


The manzanita is closely allied to the madrofio and 


looks like it in many ways, especially in the yearly 
peeling of its rich, red bark and shape of its blossoms. 
The fruit, too, has the same size. Probably the largest 
known shrub of this species was found upon the estate 
of Mr. Parrott, St. Helena, Napa county. It measured 
thirty feet in height, with spreading branches of the 
same length. The trunk measured eleven and one-half 


sturdy shrub is covered with the white clusters de- 
pending from the branches so thickly covered with the 
slender, blade-like leaves. The so-called white sage 
favors the lower rtions of the hillsides, while the 
black sage seeks the higher slopes.

FAMOUS ROYAL KISSES, 
HOW THE “OSCULATORY OPERATION” WAS IN. 
TRODUCED INTO ENGLAND. 


[Tit-Bits:] From the time kissing was first intro- 
duced into this country by the beautiful Saxon Princess 
Rowena, this delightful “osculatory operation” has 
never lost its popylarity either with royalties or other 
persons of less exalted rank. } 

According to a veracious old record, “the fair Princess 
Rowena, the daughter of King Hengius of Friesland, 
pressed the beaker with lipkins and saluted the amorous 
Vortigern with a busken.” Vortigern was one of our 
earliest Kings, and the occasion of his receiving the 
famous kiss alluded to was a great banquet at which 
the fair giver was the monarch's honored guest. 

Kissing soon became extrerely popular with other 
royalties; and even in Cromwell's day Christina, Queen 
of Sweden, went eo far as to command the English Am- 
bassador to teach ber that “pleasant mode of English sal- 
utatton.“ She no doubt proved an apt pupil, and must 
have found the gellant Ambassador a most willing sub- 
ject for her to pratice on. 3 

A famous royal kiss was very much resented by a not 
disinterested party, if the chronicles of the period can 
be believed. It is recorded of that Duke of Clarence, 
who afterward became William IV. that when on a tour 
in Lower Canada he crossed over the boundary into the 
American State of Vermont. ‘ 

Entering a barber's shop to be shaved the Duke 
noticed the wife of the tonsorial artist, who happened 
to be a very pretty woman. From her, after he had 
been shaved, His Royal Highness was rash enough to 
steal a kiss, remarking: “There, now, tell your coun- 
trywomen that the son of the King of England hag 
given a royal kiss to a Yankee barber's wife.” 

However the lady may have taken this liberty, her 
husband was furious at it, and unceremoniously bun- 
died his royal eustomer out of his establishment with 
the advice: There, now, go and tell your country- 
Waznen that a Yankee barber has given a royal kick to 
the son of the King of England.” | 

A notable royal kiss is well remembered, perhaps with 
pious horror, at the Vatican. Some years ago the King 
of Sweden went to pay his respects to the Pope, and in- 
Stead of taking the Papal hand to kiss, in accordance 
with Vatican etiquette, cordially saluted the head of the 
Roman Catholic Church on each check. 

A great many more ladies have been the recipients of 
royal kisses than have ever owned to them, but a cere 
the Ruksian lady, who once received a royal kiss 
by mistake, was so proud of it that she expressed 
her determination never to wash that particular spot os 
her face where the kiss had been imprinted! 

Some charming stories are told about the kisses be 
stowed by the young King Alfonso of Spain. On one 
occasion Mme. Patti, the great songstress, had bees 
singing before the Queen Regent and the Spanish court 
when his infant Majesty was brought into the room ir

A Seaside Cottage. 


M., SANTA MONICA, writes: “We are planning 
S to build a cottage to cost about $1800. Can you 
"give me a design or an idea for a sideboard for 
dining-room that would previde some drawers for silver 
and table cloths that would not be the ordinary com- 
mon-place affair that one sees everywhere and still 
would not demand plate glass and mirrors to any extent? 
The room will be 12x16 with nine-foot beamed ceilings, 
end I -had planned a candle rail for plates. What height 
from floor should it be? And how wide? Is the bur- 
lap for walls as cheap as plaster, rough gray finish? Do 
you think it more artistic and must it be colored? Is it 
poesible to charge woodwork that is already varnished-— 
ycllow pine—to the dark oak finish or stain? Is the 
burlap put on over lath or what foundation? Has it a 
narrow strip of wood at each seam? Or is it to be invisi- 
ble? What style of dining-room furniture would you 
advise to look best with buffet pictured, the woodwork 
pine (yellow) and the furniture light oak? The effect 
is too ycllow and the owner thought of replacing it with 
the Flemish or Belgian oak. There is a circle of win- 
dows at end of room.” 

With your beamed ceiling I think your carpenter 
could build you in a buffet in heavy plain lines, which 
would be most artistic. If you have merely too deep 
shelves for your table cloths and hang curtains of some 
artistic denim in front of them, or, if you can afford it, 
heavy raw silk on a brass rod, you will have as goodan 
effect as in the expensive finish of leaded glass doors. 
Use the lovely old colonial Knobs of crystal for the draw- 


What kind and color of carpets would you use in parlor 
and sitting- room? | 

A Brussels-made rug of tapestry blue, small figure, and 
border of plain blue, would look well on your parlor 
floor. You could then have your floor stained and var- 
nished or painted all around for the space of a foot or 80 
from the wall. This will make your rug cost you less, 
as it will not take much carpeting and yet will give you 
a stylish effect. In your hall you could also use a small 
| rug of the same blue with curtains at the door of thin 
silk in dull blue. Why not use a terry rug or drugget 
under your dining table in place of the commonplace, 
figured ingrain carpet? I do not believe the terry is any 
more expensive than the other, and certainly wears as 
well. Being in plain colors it gives much more distine- 
tion to a room than the other. 1 would like one of moss 
green with your oak furniture. If you use brown up- 
holstered furniture in your sitting-room you will find a 
carpet of dull, or tapestry blue also very pretty in here. 
If those rooms open together they would look particu- 
larly well carpeted alike. Good pictures are always ap- 
propriate, and often took well when very simply framed.

A Pilot Sold for $5 an Inch. 


CLARENCE DAVIS, a real estate broker, paid $200 
*to Samuel G. Walker yesterday for forty square 
inches of ground on the northeast corner of Third 
avenue and One Hundred and Forty-ninth street. He 
expects to rent it for $1000 a year, or 500 per cent. of 
its cost. The tax on it is €8 cents a year. 

The price paid was $5 a square inch, or $720 a square 
foot, or at the rate of $1,800,000 for a regular 25x100 
city lot. 

This miniature lot was formed when One Hundred 
and Forty-ninth street was widened. It was part of a 
lot fronting 20.6 feet on Third avenue. The city took 
The One 
Hundred and Forty-ninth street frontage remaining 
was 14 inches, while the inside line of the triangular 
lot is 13 inches. 

Despite its diminutive size the ownership carries the 
stoop-line privileges of five feet on both Third avenue 
and One Hundred and Forty-ninth street, together with 
vault rights. These vault right cost 60 cents a square 
foot, and the entire area thus available underground 
aggregates 400 square feet. The 5-foot stoop line on 
each thoroughfare will be enough to make entrances to 
the vaults, which may be leased to a florist or a boot- 
black.

Opals. 
HE State Mining Bureau is at present engaged upon 


an investigation of the precious stone resources of 


California. The subject is an interesting one, al- 
though one to which little attention has so far been di- 
rected. Doubtless, a thorough investigation would show 
valuable deposits of precious stones in some sections of 
the Pacific Coast. Arizona has for centuries been cele- 


brated for its turquoise, and large quantities of garnets | 


are also found in the northwestern part of the Territory. 
Recently a deposit of opals has been found in New Mex- 
ico. The Santa Fé New Mexican says: 

“Page B. Otero today left at the New Mexican office 
specimens of the surface croppings on the opal find, he, 
George West and others have made in Peralta Canon, in 
the Cochiti mining district, Bernalillo county. Although 
exposed to the air, these specimens show considerable 
fire, but nothing compared to the opals taken from be- 
low the surface. The ledge in which the opals are found 
is over 100 feet wide and can be traced for fifteen miles. 
No effort has yet been made to follow the leads which 
go below the surface, and all the development work thus 
far has been merely surface work. Eight claims have 
been located. A good many inquiries have come from 
Colorado in reference to the find and an effort is being 
made to interest Colorado capital in the development of 
this find. The specimens can be seen at the New Mex- 
ican office.” 


Telephone Mouthpiece Protector.

: 8 OME tins: ago reference was made in this department 


to a Los Angeles inveftion, in the shape of an anti- 
septic covering for telephone mouthpieces. Since then, 
this device has been improved, and a company has been 
organized in New Jersey for the manufacture of the 
article, the works being at Hoboken, N. J. This com- 
pany has absorbed the former Los Angeles corporation, 
in which several Los Angeles people were interested, and 
are still interested in the new company. The oapital of 
the company is $600,000, in $25 shares. The following 
claims are made for this device:

A Plucky Prospector.

T of the Los Angeles Mining Re- 
* writing from Rosamond, in Kern county, gives 
the following interesting story of pluck and perseverance 
on the part of a prospector, who, working under great 
difficulties, has developed what is said to be a valuable 
gold deposit: 

“The Lida mine, the pioneer of the camp, was dis- 
covered by E. M. Hamilton on October 26, 1897. Talk- 
ing ebout his discovery, he says it was made under pe- 
culiarly adverse circumstances. The mine is on a hill 
on the north side of Antelope Valley, about five miles 
west of Rosamond station on the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way. There is about one-half of a section of land in 
the hill. The main lead runs northeast and southwest, 
diagonally across the hill. There are several other 
smaller leads on the hill. Talking again about the way 
in which he found the gold I cannot do better than tell 
it in his own words: l 

went into one of the gulches, took a sack of dirt 
and marked it No. 1. I built a little monument there. 
Then I went into the next gulch—there are several of 
them—an4é so on into others, taking sacks of dirt from 
each of them until I got the wagon loaded. Then I drove 
to Willow Springs, a distance of three miles, and panned 


‘ 


gulches. 

After that I went over on the north side of the hill 
and did the same. I was like the Irishman. I had it 
surrounded. I had learned to track Indians in early 
days and to read signs. I looked at that gold; it was 
rough and scraggy, not washed gold; it was among 
broken rock, so I said to myself, it is a native of this 
place, and I was not long in locating the ledge. It is 
different from anything I have ever seen. It looks like 
a great crack in the earth that has been filled in with 
all kinds of substances, including a little gold. I hap- 
pened to begin work in a low place on the lead. I worked 
about two years on stuff that yielded only about $3 per 
ton. My sons got tired of it and left me, even my fam-. 
ily went back on me. I had in the mean time put up 
a two-stamp mill, but was in debt for part of it. In 
fact, I was alone, with everything and every one against 
me; broke financially, physically and almost mentally; 
a few days more would have played me out. 

Just at that time it occurred to me to try it down 
the hill at a lower level. I saw some clay sticking to a 
rock which looked as though it might be a foot wall. I 
picked up a handful of dirt near the rock and horned it, 
and got about 25 cents in the horn. Just then I would 
not have changed places with Gov. Gage. I did not care 
do much for the money value as I did at the knowledge 
that I had triumphed over all difficulties. Everything

A Big Chicken Ranch. 


CCURVING to the Las Vegas Optic, that place has 
F the largest chicken ranch in the Southwest. The 
Optic says: 

“It occupies thirty acres, just across the river and west 
from the Ludemann wool washing establishments, and 
is owned by D. J. Osborne and F. A. Akers. Mr. Osborne 
is a partner with Nick Dillon in the meat business on 
the East Side, has a large cattle ranch in Guadalupe 
county, and now has gone into the chicken business upon 
a large scale on the West Side. He is the capitalist in 
the enterprise, while F. A. Akers, newly arrived from 
Tiffin, O., is the practical man and manager. 

“In that part of the ranch which lies next to the hot 
springs boulevard, there have been planted currants, 
goosoberries, and other kinds of small fruits. Here, too, 
is a well which, at a depth of nine feet, yields an 
abundance of good water. The buildings on the ranch 
occupy but the southern half of the tract, the intention 
being to duplicate them on the northern half, thus 
doubling the present capacity. 

“The first building is a barn, thirty feet long by twenty 
feet wide, and two stories high. To this ten feet are to 
be added at each end, making it fifty feet long. The 


second floor is for the storage of feed; while the first 


floor will contain the bone mill, the grit grinder, the 
meat mill, the cooking pots and the mixing troughs, 
where the food of the chickens will be prepared, cooked 
and mixed, before distribution. AS, 

“At right angles to this building and abutting against 
it is the chicken-house proper—a structure thirty feet 
wide and 700 feet long, with metal roof and an abundance 
of large glass windows. Down the center of this build- | 
ing runs a hallway, six feet wide and reaching from end 
to end. On each side of the hall is a space twelve feet | 
wide and 700 feet long, divided into fourteen chicken 
pens. Thus there are twenty-eight pens and each twelve 
feet wide by fifty feet long. These pens are separatd 
by woven wire screens, and each has a yard of its own 
separated in the same manner, the dimensions of these 
yards being 50x115 feet. Each pen contains seventy-five 
hens, which makes 2100 chickens for the entire house. 
Each pen has access to its own yard and none other. 
Each yard is to be planted in fruit trees, and each has 
an abundance of growing alfalfa. 

“Down the 700-foot hall runs a tramway, and up and 
down this will be pushed hand cars containing food and 
water for the chickens, while other cars will bring out | 
the dropping of the birds. The pens are so arranged 
that food can be distributed, water can be supplied, the 
eggs can be gathered from woven wire baskets, and the

You do not mention any particular color, so I leave that 

to your own taste. Black and white effects are very

too. I should make the skirt either circular, with bfas- 
seam front or back, or five gored, with an eight-inch 
Spanish flounce finished at the bottom with a narrow 
two-inch ruffle.

CAUSE OF DUST RAINS. 


SAND DRIVEN BY WIND TO EUROPE FROM 
AFRICAN DESERTS. 


[Chicago Tribune: ] About a year ago there was a 
kind of plague, or visitation, of dust rains throughout 
Europe. Few sections of the continent were spared. From 
the cities of Sicily to the islands of the Baltic red mud 
drizzled down upon the earth, and the men who watched 
the phenomenon were stirred, according to their train- 
ing and disposition, either to awe or to curiosity. Among 
those who were curious rather than awestruck and who 
regarded what they had scen as a matter for scientific 
rather thin religious research was Dr. Hapke. Now, Dr. 
Hapke is a German. Accordingly he went to work an- 
alyzing ecamples of the dust that had fallen at different 
places, noticing color, amount, specific gravity, taste, 
and all other particulars. The results of his investiga- 
tions have finally appeared in a memoir, to which is ap- 
pended a map showing the geographical distribution of 
the dust, in terms of grammes per square kilometer. 


It appears that the cause and origin of the dust rains 
are now once for all determined. The predominance of 
sand and the presence of magnetic iron in all the dust 
that could be found prove conclusively that the desert 
region south of Tripoli and Tunis is responsible for the 
whole trouble. The ground of that part of the world is 
not firm enough. It is carried up into the air by the 
wind and is then rushed across the Mediterranean to en- 
counter European clouds and to fall upon European soil, 
no longer sand, but mud. Wherever it falls, town and 
country are colored a bright red. 

The spectacular effect can be imagined, and the super- 
stitious reverence the peasants have for thé “blood rains” 
can easily be understcod. Superstition will vanish, how- 
ever, before the implacable industry of the Teutonic herr 
professor. One of the by-products of Dr. Hapke’s work 
will be that it will be easier now to study the move- 
ments of the glaciers. Dr. Hapke has marked the points 


at which glaciers have been discolored by the dust rains, 

and, by observing those points, scientists will be able for 
the future to study more accurately the laws that gov- 

ern glacier conditions. Altogether, Dr. Hapke's memoir 
illustrates pretty well the character of scientific study is 
Germany at the present time.

QUEER THINGS DONE BY UNCLE SAM. 


HOW HE HAS TAGGED CODFISH AND DONE OTHER 
CURIOUS THINGS.

Governments do many queer things. Generally when 


we think of it, we naturally think of the governments of 


countries far away. Yet, as a matter of fact, our own 
United States government has done some of the oddest 
of them all. For instance, the authorities in Washing-* 
ton have ben engaged for years in sending out bottles to 
be thrown overboard in various parts of the sea. The 
government has sent circulars everywhere, telling in 
many languages about these bottles and asking fisher- 
men and sailors to pick them up and send them to 
Washington with a memorandum telling the place and 
date of recovery. 

These bottles have been returned from almost all parts 
of the world. Yellow Chinese junk sailors have picked 
them up and sent them back to America. Black men 
from the South Africa coast have found some. One was 
picked up among the iceburgs of the south polar regions, 
Many drifted to the shores of Australia. As the sailors 
who throw the bottles overboard put a memorandum 
inside, telling just when and where they were dropped 
into the sea, the men in Washington can tell, by com- 
paring this memorandum with the one that shows when 
and where the bottle was picked up, just how far it 
has drifted and how long it required to travel the dis- 
tance. Then a scientist fharks it all on a map, and after 
several hundred paths are thus marked, the government 
ean calculate how the ocean currents run. This, of 
course, helps ships very much. They can use the cur- 
rents when they are favorable and avoid them when 
they are otherwise. More important still, they learn 
about treacherous currents that might set them on the 
rocks. 5 

Another queer thing that was done by the government 
recently was to send out an expedition to Syria to hunt 
a tiny insect and bring it back alive. This curious quest 
cost thousands of dollars, but no taxpayers have grum- 
bled, because the insect has enabled the United States 
to establish a new American industry, that of fig raising. 
Before we knew about the insect, Americans had planted 
orchards full of fig trees in California. The trees grew 
beautifully, but to the surprise and disappointment of 
the planters they bore no fruit. They were all barren 
fig trees, such as the Bible mentions. When the planters 
thought that all their money had been hopelessly wasted, 
the government sent men to the Bible country to try to 
find out what was the matter. ; 

For a long time they could not discover the cause of 
the trouble, for fig culture is a great source of money 
to the Syrians, and they did not -feel a bit like telling 
strangers anything about it. But at last the Americans 
found an old man, and he gave them an answer which 
will make you think of the tales in the “Arabian Nights’ 
Entertainments.” For the old man said that the Amer- 
icans would never be able to raise figs until they caught 
a certain tiny insect. : 

This sounds like a fairy story, it not? But it 
has a simple explanation, as the soon dis- 
covered. The insect is so formed by nature that it car- 
ries the pollen from tree to tree and thus fertilizes the 


buds so that they will become fruit. And when these 
insects had been caught and carried to America and re- 
leased in the California fig orchards, the old man’s say- 
ing came true. The fig trees bore beautiful fruit that 
year and have done so ever since.

It 
must have been very excellent, judging from the relics 
which have survived the clash of war and centuries. The 
tamale, the chili con carne, and the tortilla are three 
dishes of which we know considerable, and of late years 
we have begun to learn something about the sweetmeats 
upon which the children in the Aztec homes once re- 
galed themselves. They are still made by the Mexican 
Indians, and more especially the Mayas at the present 
time, and occasionally a few are brought by travelers 
to this city. oie 

They are manufactured chiefly of fruits, and come- 
times of nuts and fruits mixed, and witn but little 
sugar. They are more like macedoines of fruits than or- 
dinary preserves. The favorites are the guava, loquat, 
orange, lemon, lime, cocoanut, custard-apple, pineapple, 
fig, banana, pawpaw, grape, currant and berry. The 
cocoanut is used just before maturity when the meat is 
still soft and pulpy. In general, the fruit is cut up, 
cooked with very little sweétening, and boiled down to 
a granular paste and then preserved by the addition of 
some vinous fluid. | 

The Mexicans today employ brandy, aguardiente, mes- 
cal, or strong wine, so that the finished product bears a 
vague resemblance to our own brandied peaches. With 
the exception of tne guava, it is seldom that one fruit 
is used alone. The common practice is to combine two 
or more; cocoanut, guava, and orange are one pleasant 
combination; cocoanut, orange and pineapple a second; 
orange, pineapple and pawpaw a third; raisins, orange, 
banana and cocoanut are a fourth. Some thirty or forty 
combintions are recognized by the rustic housewives. 
When the fruits have been properly boiled down they 
are transferred to an earthenware jar or a tin can, cov- 
ered with the liquor, and then the can is sealed with 
per or other material. These dolces“ are very econom- 
ical, costing hardly as much as apple butter and quince 
butter in our own markets. There is no reason why they 
should not be imported, as they would find a ready mar- 
ket the moment their merits became known to the New 
York public. 


VALUE OF A MAN’S LIFE. 

A New York jury has awarded damages in the sum of 
$49,000 to the widow of Edward C. Hinsdale, who was 
killed by the collision in the Park-avenue tunnel last 
January. Though this award is unusually large, it can- 
not be called excessive. The venerable Levi P. Morton, 
the dead man’s employer, testified that Hinsdale received 
a salary of $5750 a year. As he was only 47 years old, 
his average “expectation of life“ was twenty-three years. 
Assuming, that living, he received no increase in salary 
and retired at 65, he would have earned in eighteen 
active years $103,500, besides interest. In suing for $100,- 
000, therefore, Mrs. Hinsdale did not seek the actual 
statistical value of her husband's life. The amoung 
awarded is far below it.—[New York World.

A Pure-food Law. ° 


1 has been made on several occasions, in 


this department, to the pure food law in Connecti- 

cut. Another State which has adopted such a law, 

it having been approved last year, is Oregon. This law 

is mainly aimed at the protection of dairy products, a 

very important industry in the Webfoot State, but at the 

same time, the commissioner is empowered to look after 
the adulteration of all kinds of foods and drinks. 

The bill provides that the commissioner, who is known 


as the “Oregon Dairy and Food Commissioner,” shall 


hold office for four years, with a salary of $1800 per year, 
and actual expenses incurred in the discharge of the 
duties of his office, not to exceed $1200 per year. He is 
allowed one deputy, at a salary of $900 per year, and 
may elso appoint other deputies, to be compensated by 
himself. 

In addition to providing for a strict inspection of 
cairy herds, creameries and cheese factories, a section 
of the bill provides as follows: | 

“No person or persons shall sell or expose for sale or 


‘exchange, or have in his or their possession for sale or 


exchange, any adulterated food, drink, medicine or fer- 
tilizer, unless the same shall be plainly marked, so as to 
establish its true character, and distinguish it from a 
pure article of food, drink, medicine or fertilizer. In 
any public dining or cating-room, where adulterated 
food or drinks are used, the bill of fare shall state the 
facts in the same-sized type as is used in printing the 
body of said bill of fare, or, if no bill of fare is used, 
then and: in that case printed notices thereof shall be 
posted in a conspicuous place in said dining or eat- 
ing-room, so as“ to be easily seen by anyone entering 
such room, in which notice shall be stated in large let- 
ters the fact that adulteraied foods and drinks are being 
used for food or for food and drink.” ; é 

The third section of the act describes what is meant 
by adulterated food or drinks. Section ten of the act is 
as follows: 

“It shall be the duty of the Oregon Dairy and Food 
Commissioner to seize and hold any article of food, 
drink or fertilizer sold, or kept or offered for sale, in 
violation of any of the provisions of this act, until the 
true character thereof may be determined in a judicial 
proceeding, if any person shall have been arrested for 
having in possession, for sale or selling, or offering for 
sale, such article; and if no person shall have been ar- 
rested. then by chemical analysis or other proper means 
to be determined by. said commissioner or his deputy. 
And if any seized article be found to be un wholesome 
or unfit for food, said commissioner shall cause the same 
to be destroyed. If any seized article be found merely 
adulterated or prepared or labeled in violation of this 
act, not being unwholesome or unfit for food, said com- 
missioner shall brand or mark each package thereof 
with its true character, and return the same to the per- 
son from whose possession it was taken.“ 

Another section prohibits the use of “borax, boracic 
acids, or salicylic acids, or injurious antiseptics in the 
manufacture of butter for sale and in milk or cream of- 
fered for sale.” It would have been well to have in- 
cluded all foods and drinks in this provision. The use 
of such preservatives, which is almost universal now- 
adays, is undoubtedly the cause of many derangements 
of the digestive organs, and sometimes of graver ail- 
ments. Section 22 provides as follows: 

“The said commissioner, and such experts and chem- 
ists or agents as he shall duly authorize for the pur- 


pose, shall have access to, egress and ingress to all 


places of business, factories, stores, farm buildings, car- 
riages, cars, vessels and implements used in the manu- 


facture, production or sale of any food, drinks, medi- 


eines or fertilizers; and they shäll also have the power 
and authority to open any package, case or vessel con- 
taining such artieles which may be manufactured, sold 
or exposed for sale, and any manufacturer, dealer, 
hotel or restaurant keeper shall deliver to the commis- 
sioner or his deputy any sample of food, drinks, medi- 
cines or fertilizers for analyzing or testing, upon a ten- 
der of the price thereof in money.” 

_Any person violating any of the provisions of the act 
is deemod guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon convic- 
tion, is punishable by a fine of not less than $25 nor more 
than $100, or to be imprisoned in the County Jail not 
less than thirty days, nor more than six months. Such 
fines are to go into a separate fund, to be known as the 
“pure-food fund.” — 


No Prescriptions for Private Diseases. 


J. B., a married man, asks for a prescription 
for the cure of spermatorrhea, of twelve years’ 


standing. The Times does not pretend to give prescrip- 
tions, but hygienic advice, and that only where it is a 


question of general interest. The correspondent should 
avoid all stimulating food and drinks, especially heavy 
suppers, and take a cold hip bath every morning. 

In case the correspondent desires to obtain medical 
advice, let him call upon a reputable physician, not upon 
one of these fellows who make a specialty of “diseases 
of men,“ and who are responsible for the mental, phy- 
sical and financial ruin of thousands of people, their 
plan being to terrify their victims, and trea bleed them, 
to the extent of their purse. 

In reference to this question, the editor of Medical 
Talk, a hygienic monthly published at Columbus, O., 


| writes as follows in regard to a pamphlet entitled 


“Helps to Health and Purity,” written by Rev. E. A. 
King of Marysville, O.: |

Tue preparation of that great delicacy, fai’ai, demands 
our special attention, since the process is rather an elab- 
orate one. The first thing to do is to make the cocoanut 
milk or cream. Dining at a friend’s house in Apia, the 
other day, I was offered stewed gooseberries and cream, 
and the dish proved delicous, the more so because of its 
rarity, since fresh English fruit is a thing not easily 
obtained in the tropics, and the milk given by the under- 
| fed cows is not particularly rich. So we ate our goose- 
berries and cream with deligt, and our host had the 
: good taste not to spoil their flavor by an explanation. 
Afterward, over the coffee, it came. The gooseberries 
were but small green. tomatoes, the cream was made 
from the kernel of the cocoanut, just as our scantily-clad 
native is making it today in the cooking shed. Ripe 
cocoanuts are required, not the green ones which serve 
for drinking. The nut is broken into two halves by a 
dexterous blow of a knife, and then, with the aid of the 
sharpened end of a stick, the operator scoops out the 
kernel, grating it finely, so that it resembles rice in ap- 
pearance. The fiber of the nut makes a strainer, and, 
with a few twists of the powerful wrists, the white 
milk is expressed, whilst the kernel, squeezed perfectly 
dry, is thrown on one side for the fowls to peck at. The 
milk, rich and oily, is ready for cgoking; it miy be 
placed in a leaf and baked plain, or mixed with yam or 
taro or arrowroot, according to the fancy of the artist:

against, his sense of smell will be a sufficient guide. 
This is the masi, or Samoan biscuit, which often, in hard 
times, forms the staple food of the populace. When liv- 
ing in a Samoan house you will notice every few days— 
you cannot help t—a peculiar odor in the air. The ef- 
fect on your senses is just as if the body of a very 
defunct horse or bullock had drifted up on the village 
beach. But, knowing the cause, you will say to your- 
self, They ve opened that masi pit again!” A dozen 
yards or so behind the house is a little ring-shaped stone 
wall, and within this barrier is the offensive pit. Here, 
during the season, breadfruit and bananas are subjected 
to a process of ensilage. Though the silo is looked upon 
as a novelty in English agriculture, the untutored 
Samoan understands the principle, and has availed him- 
self of it for many hundreds of years, the origin of the 
process being lost in antiquity. The only difference is 
that he preserves his food, whereas the English farmer 
preserves the fodder for his cattle. The fruit is pressed 
‘down firmly into the pit, covered up with leaves and 
stones, and left to ferment. By and by, according to 
native ideas, it reaches the edible stage, and a basketful 
or two is taken from the rotting mass and kneaded 
into little round cakes. These are baked in the usual 
way in the oven, but unfortunately they have a habit of 
flavoring everything else cooked with them, so that we 
could always tell, when dinner was served, if the na- 
tives had been preparing masi. The resultant biscuit, or 
bread, is dark brown in color, has a very strong and 
penetrating odor, and is rather bitter to the taste. A 
somewhat superior article may be made by kneading 
cocoanut milk with the paste, but even then I have met 
with few Europeans who could eat it. And to do the 
Samoans justice, they do not care much for masi them- 
selves, and will not touch it when they can get any 
other kind of food. Still, it must be admitted that the 
odor of cooked masi is no worse than that of some of 
our favorite cheeses, the smell of which is unendurable 
to a native. There is a story told about the captain of a 
coasting vessel which will illustrate the point. He had 
instructed his boy, when opening tins of preserved meat, 
to throw overboard at once any which might turn out 
to be bad. An obviously excellent - precaution, and the 
boy faithfully obeyed. But one day a trader presented 
the skipper with some tins of Limburger cheese, rather a 
rare and expensive dainty in the islands. The captain 
waited long over his dinner that day, and still no cheese 
appeared. “Where that fellow cheese?” he shouted at 
last to the New Hebridean boy, who, like all imported 
laborers, spoke only pigeon English. “Plenty fellow tin 
checse, replied the boy, “him all bad, me chuck him 
overboard.” 

To return to our simple culinary arrangements, many 
things, it may be mentioned, can be put into the oven 
without any special preparation at all. A plucked fowl, 
for instance, may be baked whole in leaves, and comes 
out tender and juicy ;the flesh is perfectly firm and 
white, tasting as if it had been boiled rather than 
baked. If you give your native chef half a dozen eggs, 
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he will break them into a leaf, tie them up, and bake 
them with the other articles. The result, however, is 
not encouraging, for the eggs become quite hard and 
flavorless, if we except the smoky taste which every- 
thing cooked in this way acquires. Pork, as a rule, is 
underdone, for the pig is always roasted whole, and, 
though hot stones are placed inside as well as outside, 
the heat is not sufficient to penetrate the body thor- 
oughly. Yet the Samoans do not mind if the flesh is raw 
and bleeding, for next day what remains will be again 
put into the oven, when it will be rendered, to an edu- 
cated taste, eatable. This is the only way the natives 
have of keeping meat, by cooking it again and again, 
though, to give their appetites full credit, it is rarely 
necessary to trouble the cook more than once or twice. 
Some of the coarser kinds of bananas make an excellent 
vegetable, baked in their skins, whilst the papaw, or 
mammae apple, may be treated in the same way. Then, 
for dessert, there is nothing better than a roasted 
pincapple, which comes out of the oven with its sub- 
acid flavor greatly heightened. By way of an interlude, 
and between the regular meals, if the Samoans can be 
said to have any, there is the much-esteemed taufolo, a 
dish which has the advantage of being readily prepared 
at any time. The only condition ‘is that cocoanuts and 
breadfruit should be plentiful, and if these are to be 
had, the natives will feast all day on this delightful com- 
pound. It resembles nothing more than a hasty pud- 
ding, flavored with cocoanut, but, in reality, it is not 
a pudding at all. The breadfruit, having been roastcd

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in the ashes, is kneaded into soft, doughy balls. A quan- 
tity of cocoanut milk is prepared by the process already 
described, and is mixed with hot salt water, so as to 
make a sauce, which is poured oyer the breadfruit. The 
compound, white and not unpleasing in appearance, is 
served up in the great wooden bowls, which are almost 
the only household utensils the Samoans possess, and is 
helped, in liberal portions, on banana leaves. It is not 
possible for a white man to eat very much of this 
glutinous compound, a few lumps will suffice, but the 
Samoan can get through an enormous quantity. Using a 
splinter of bamboo, or the mid rib of a cocoanut leaf as 
a fork, he will impale lump after lump, each as large 
as an egg, and swallow them whole with great gusto, 
nor will he desist until.the bowl, however large it may 
be, is empty and polished. 

There are many other dishes which I might enumerate, 
but they only vary in detail, and not in the method of 
cooking. For when one's cooking apparatus is so prim- 
itive. the range of choice must necessarily be limited. 


It is a marvel that the Samoans, without pot or pan, can 


achieve such results, but generations of practice have 
made them past masters in the art. Most Samoan food, 
therefore, is better cooked in the native way than by 
recently-introduced European methods, which the na- 
tives but imperfectly understand. Most households now- 
adays possess an iron pot or kettle. and, sometimes, in 
the case of the exceptionally wealthy, both are to be 
seen. But the natives do not excel in their use; when 
they boil a fowl, it comes out of the pot tough re 
a vorless, whilst boiled taro and yams are watery an 

distinctly inferior to.the baked article. Their tea, when 
they make it, is a washy, brown fluid, probably coaked 
in a kettle which has never been cleaned since the last 
fowl] was boiled. And their coffee simply defies descrip- 
tion: 1 experienced it once, but never again. Therefore, 
if you wish anything cooked in the European style, you 
must attend to it personally, for natives can never be 
trusted to serve a meal in civilized fashion. But if you 
want Samoan food, leave the people alone in its prepara- 
tion, let them make it in their own oven, and serve it on 
mats and leaves, in their own cleanly fashion; and, if 
you are in a normal state of heaith, good digestion will 
wait on appetite. , R. 8. 


HEROES WITH BIG RECORDS,

HAVE SAVED OTHERS. 


{London Answers:] When the ram of the Camper- 
down was crashing through the steel-clad Mes of the 
Victoria, and sent that great battleship to her doom, her 
destroyer did not escape scatheless. The terrific force 
of the collision ripped an enormous hole in the bows of 
the Camperdown, through which the Mediterranean 
came rushing in hundreds of tons of green water. AI- 
most every soul s on deck, and the awful catastrophe 
which was happening before them closed their eyes to a 
sense of their own danger. 

Stoker Paflett was the one man of those below who 
kept his head, and realized what was happening. He 
ran forward, and, flying like a lamp lighter down the 
long steel ladders, reached the platform, deck, to find 
the water high above his waist. . 8 

Undismayed, he struegled forward through ‘the rapidiy- 
rising tide, reached the water-tight compartment, and 
after a violent struggle closed it. By the time he had 
accomplished this task, the water was up to his chin, 
and he was forced to swim back to the ladder. The 
crew of the Camperdown owe their lives to Paffett, and 
the country owes to him an £800,000 battleship! 

His reward was a chief stoker's rating, which gave 
him an extra shilling a day and a good deal more work. 
twice distin- 
guished himself. saving a blue-jacKket from drowning in 
Portsmouth Harbor two years ago, and more recently 
daring death amid scaiding steam alte? the explosion 
on the destroyer Daring. 

Within the last few years there have been many sim- 
Mar cases, in which the pluck or resourcefulness of one 
man has been the means of saving the lives of large 
numbers of people at once.

and in the pounding sea immediately broke her back, 
and lay in two portions. The captain and crew took to 
the rigging of the mizzen mast’ and there they clung 
hour after bour for the whole night and until next even- 
ing. 

Although the lighthouse was less than six miles away, 
it. was impossible to attract its keeper's attention, for 
the rockets were in the fore part of the ship. At.last 
the captain—Charles Samnels—deliberately dropped cut

and struck out for the bow half of the broken vessel. 

The others, watching breathlessly, saw him, after a 
fearful struggle, emerge in safety, and climb into the 
heart of the pile of shattered timber. Very soon he ap- 
peared again, with a bundle tied upon his back. He 
secured this to the topmost point of the wreck, put a 
match to it, and.a few minutes later a flarc-up was blaz- 
ing to the skies. Then the brave man swam back to re- 
It was many hours before the lighthouse 
keepers managed to get alongside; but eventually all 
hands were saved. 

On Jantiary 6 last, a train on the way to Odessa with 
500 passengers stuck in a snowdrift at a little station 
called Razdyelnaia. For three days trains kept on com- 
ing in, and one by one becoming wedged in the enor- 
mous drifts. By the fourth day 5000 people were col- 
lected, and a famine raging. 

A telegram arrived to say that the line was clear. and 
soon two relief trains puffed in. With a mighty rush 
two thousand people swarmed into then, and they 
started. Eighteen hours latcr the two trains were hope- 
lessly snowed up again, and could go neither backward 
nor forward, Soon the snow was up to the top of the 
carriages. 

The horrors of that night were indescribable. Men, 
women and children froze to death, or died of hunger 


or suffocation. Next morning a call was made for a | 
volunteer to take a message to the nearest station, six 
miles away. The blizzard was raging worse than ever, 
and the venture was almost certain death, for so thick 
was the snow that one telegraph post could not be seen 
from the next. ; 

One man—a peasant—volunteered. Five hours later 
he staggered into the station, covered with ice and un- 
able to speak. But the written message he carried ex- 
plained matters, and help was telegraphed for. The 
plucky fellow lost eight fingers and all his toes. His 
ears also were frozen, and his nose; but he saved two 
thousand lives! 

Three hundred square miles of forest around Wan- 
garatta, in Queensland, caught fire one day last summer, 
and into the very middle of this tremendous blaze swept 
the Wangaratta mail train. The driver had no idea that 
the flames had reached the line until, as he rounded a 
curve, he saw the woods ahead a blaze of fire on both. 
sides of the track. 
lle glanced back. Sheets of flame were beating down 
upon the metals his train had just passed. There was 
nothing for it but to go on and trust ta luck. He 
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opened the throttle wide, and at seventy miles an hour 
tho train went flying over rails almost red hot. A perfect 
tornado of sparks and flame enveloped engine and car- 
riages. Paint blistered and shriveled; windows cracked- 
The engine driver suffered worse than any, being ter- 
ribly burnt and scorched; but the danger was passed in 


That was a case of Do or die! So, too, was that of 
William Brown, fireman, at the Greenwich-street fire. 
The building that was ablaze was a storehouse of drugs 
and chemicals, and everyone knew that a huge quantity 
of chlorate of potash was in barrels on the first and 
ground floors. There would be more than one explosion. 

Brown was stoking his engine, and keeping up the 
boiler to the highest possible pressure, when a shout 
came that the fire had reached the chemicals. The en- 
gine was close to the threatened spot. There was plenty 
of time for Brown to get out of danger; but there were 
people still in the burning building—a dozen or more-—— 
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only way to save some fifteen lives was to keep up the 
supply of water. Brown stayed at his post. 

Next moment, with a roar, a sheet of blue flame leaped 
out. It passed, and left the fireman hairless, and with 
his clothes ablaze. He beat the flames out, and went 
on stoking furiously with scorched and bleeding hands. 
Great chunks of red-hot brick were raining down on ev- 
cry side, but Brown never faltered. 

Through the black smoke came another shout of 
warning. A second explosion would mean certain death. 
But at that very instant out rushed the other firemen 
and shouted that all were safe. They dragged Brown 
away with them, and as they reached safety the second 
store of chemicals exploded, and the thudding engine 
was buried ten feet deep in shattered masonry.

Curiously enough, 
they are much more expensive than the real dainties 
that they represent. These are property foods sold, not 
so much for stage feasts, as to restaurant-keepers, who 
are thus enabled to keep tempting viands in their win- 
dows without risk of spoiling and wasting many pounds’ 
worth of good food.
